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CLEVELAND'S FRIENDS WIN 


THE DEMOCRATIO STATE OOM- 
MITTEE MEETING. 

GEN. DOYLE SEATED AS A MEMBER OF 

THE COMMITTEE—THE CONVENTION 

CALLED FOR SEPT. 27 AT SARATOGA. 


SaratoGca, Aug. 30.—The Erie County 
eontroversy was settled by the Democratic 
State Committee to-day without bloodshed. The 
General of the Buffalo militia had a better case 
than the leader of the Democratic minority in 
the Assembly, and the committee so decided. 
Gen. Peter C. Doyle was finally given the seat 
of former State Committeeman Daniel N. Lock- 
Wood on the motion of Assemblyman William F. 
Sheehan, his opponent. The move to make Mr. 
Sheehan a member of the committee for the few 
remaining weeks of its existence originated 
with Judge Muller, of the Court of Claims, who 
has been stabbing the Cleveland ad ministration 
ifthe back fora year and a half, whenever an 
opportunity presented itself, inthe dark. Gov. 
Hill himself, has always been partial to the 
young Buffalo Assemblyman and on this, as on 
one or two other occasions, he leaned on Mul- 
_ler’s knowledge of figures and allowed him to 
engineer his scheme. It was a Very little issue 
to raise, but Muller raised it, and ifhis chief 
loses any prestige in consequence that is his 
misfortune. It may demonstrate to him 
the necessity eof taking Muller and Mul- 
ler’s aqueduct polities out of sight. 
The Democrats are growing very tired 
of both. Judge Muller bungled the business of 
defeating the nomination of Judge Peckham a 
year ago, and he has botched aiob again. He 
may buy votes in Elmira and assist in success- 
fully running the smali Democratic politics of 
Chemung County, but he is ous of his element 
in managing a State Committee or a State can- 
vass. Had Mr. Sheehan been seated, as Muller 
so confidently expected, the latter was prepared 
to claim that this was a decisive triumph of 
Hillism over Clevelandism. Discreet friends of 
the Governor indignantly declare that there is 
nothing in the condition of affairs to warrant 
any such deduction, and they deprecate the ac- 
tion of the indiscreet Muller. 

Throughout the earlier part of to-day tkere 
Was a constant buzzing over the Erie matter in 
the hotel corridors. It became evident before 
tae committee met that its settlement would be 
favorable to Gen. Doyle. Mr. Sheehan was ad- 
vised by some of his older and cooler friends to 
withdraw, but the man at his elbow egged him 
on. 

The committee was called to order in the 
Grand Union Club House by Chairman C. C. B. 
Walker at afew minutes after 12 o’clock. The 
following members of the committee and prox- 
ies answered when Clerk Baceus called the roll:

Committeeman John Y. McKane, the king of 
Coney I[sland’s numberless disreputable places, 
moved to table the whole subject.

Sheehan was on his feet with another smile and 
moved that Gen. Doyle be declared Mr. Leck- 
wood’s successor, a motion which was carried 
unanimously. So endedS weet William’s first 
encounter with the State Committee. Itis un- 
likely to be his last, for he will return to Buffalo 
and endeavor to elect delegates to the next 
State Convention who will make him Gen. 
Doyle’s successor. Discordant Republicens are 
not likely to contribute all the fun of the cam- 
paign. kLrieis like a hornets’ nest when her 
amiable Democrats get stirred up. r 

The call for the State Convention was submit- 
ted by Committeeman Herrick. It was adopted 
after a vote had been taken on the date and 
ee. Mr. McAuliffe wanted Rochester and 

essrs. Walker, Wiley, Kirk, Poucher, and 
Beckwith voted with him. The otber 26 mem- 
bers voted tor Saratoga. Mr. Herrick suggested 
Sept. 27 and Mr. Kearney Sept. 21, saying he 
favored a long campaign. ‘ But,” interposed 
Mr, Cockran,* the election occurs on Nov. 8, 
and your daie will give us nearly a two months’ 
campaign. With so many lecal matters on our 
hands it may be difficult to keep people awake 
so long.” The committee laughed and applaud- 
ed, and the only members who recorded them- 
selves for the 21st were Messrs. Camysbeli, 
Grace, MacLean, Kearney, and O’Brien. The 
call 1s as follows: 

“The Democratic electors of the State of New-York 
and all others who believe that the Administration 
of public affairs by the Democratic Party in the 
Nation and in the State has been such as to justify 
the confidence of the people, are hereby requested 
to send three delegates from each Assembly District 
to a Democratic State Convention, to be held at 
Saratuga Tuesday, Sept. 27, at 12 o’clock noon of 
that day, to nominate candidates for the State 
ottices to be filled at the next election and to transact 
such other business as may come before the con- 
vention.” 

The committeo, after selecting District Attor- 
ney Jobn Foley to succeed Committeeman Buell, 
immediately adjourned. 

Judge Muiler managed to secure a vote of 17 
to 17 a year ago on his proposition to conter 
with the Republicans on a nomination for Court 
of Appeals Judge, and in the end was beaten.

The Sheehan-Doyle incident was the subject of 
so much discussion that State candidates re- 
eeived little consideration. Senator Edward 
Wemple was on the ground conducting a quiet 
canvass for the Controllership, and ep- 
uty Attorney-General Tabor came up 
from Albany to view the situation, for 
he is a candidate for Attorney-General. 
William A. Poucher, who is also a candidate for 
the same office, was necessarily present as a 
member of the committee, and he too was scor- 
ing points wherever he could. Mr. Tabor en- 
deavored to dissuade Mr. Sheehan from taking 
his case into the committee room, for he real- 
ized that the controversy might perhaps affect 
his own candidacy. 

Some of the Saratoga hotels will be closed 
when the delegates to the Democratic Conven- 
tion get here. The Grand Union will not be 
oper longer than next week. The United States, 
however, and probably Congress Hall, will re- 
main open for the accommodation of delegates. 


MR. GRACE AND PURROY ARE “OUT.” 

SaratToca, Aug. 30.—Ex-Mayor William 
R. Grace and Fire Commissioner Henry D. Pur- 
roy are here, and no one would suspect from 
their demeanor that they have quarreled, but 
rumor says that they have. The story is 





known to very few, but it is told in 
a way that leaves no doubt of 
its truth. Mr. Grace, it is well known, 


has no special liking for Judge Donohue, 
and he has not hesitated to say that the 
odium and disrepute which attach to the 
name of that magistrate should prevent the 
placing of his name upon the Democratic 


ticket this Fall. Mr. Purroy. who was appojnt- 
ed Fire Commissioner by Mayor Grace in 1881, 
and again in 1885, and who has always had the 
support of that gentleman, is, on the oth- 


er hand, very friendly to the Judge, 
and is actively at work to promote his 
renomination for the Supreme Bench. This 


seems to have been a little more than Mr. Grace 
could stand, and according to report he has 
told Mr. Purroy that he must consider their 
political friendship atan end. The construction 
put upon the story is that Mr. Grace is unwill- 
ing to have Purroy’s efforts in behalf of Judge 
Donohue gain any force from Purroy’s sup- 
posed friendsbip for himself.

THE KNIGHTS IN POLITICS. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 30.—It has been 
definitely settled by the Knights of Labor to put 
afull city ticket into the field this Fall. The 
Democrats expected to have a walkoverin the 
elections, especially as they have 2,500 recently 
naturalized Polanders to fall back upon as 
stupid as horse blocks and completely pur- 


chasable because so densely ignorant, 
but this decision of the workingmen intro-

Into all calculations. At one time the Demo- 
cratic leaders cherished the hope that the sum- 
mary discharge of Republicans and the ap- 
pointment of a score or more of Knights in the 
Customs Service by Collector Campau had 
stemmed the tide, and that the Knights would 
be made to see that their interests lay in the 
Democratic Party. The Knights, however, 
want to teat their strength, as well as to demon- 
strate their sincerity to their principles, and 
whether with or without the hope of election, a 
full line of candidates will be nominated. 

This will insure a three-cornered fight in the 
approaching city election here. The Knights of 
Labor as made up are fully seven-tenths Demo- 
crats, se that the determination to nominate a 
ticket will create no little consternation in the 
ranks of their old party, ani is likely greatly to 
disturb the calculations of the politicians. 
Doubtiess an effort will be made by both the old 
parties to capture the assistance of the new 
party by preliminary diekers or subsequent in- 
dorsement, with what success remains to be 
seen.

A VALUABLE PRIZE, 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Aug. 30.—The 
steamer sighted off this place last night witha 
disabled vessel in tow proved to be the Rich- 
moud Hill,as was thought, and her prize the 
German bark Highflyer, of Elsfieth. They ar- 
rived in the harbor atalate hour. Capt. Hyde, 
of the Richmond Hill, reports falling in with the 
Highfiyer on Saturday in latitude 41° 12’, longi- 


tude 63° 39’. After passing her the bark ran up 
signals of distress, and bearing down on her 
Capt. Hyde was informed that the vessel was in 
a helpless state, her foretopmast and jib- 


boom were gone, her bulwarks§ stove in, 
and ele had three feet of water in 
the hold. The Captain stated that the 


crew refused to work. The Captain of the bark 
had resolved to abandon the vessel before the 
steamer was sighted, and had set tire to her, but 
the flames did not appear till immediately after 
the crew were taken off by a boat from the 
ateamer. The boat returned at once and put out 
the fire. Some time later the flames burst out 
again and threatened to prove too much for the 
men, but they finally succeeded in overcoming 
them. The steamer and bark were then con- 
nected by a hawe r and their heads turned for 
Haiifax. The bark is not seriously damaged by 
the fire, and as she has over 5,000 barrels of ollon 
board, is a valuable prize. She Jeft New-York on 
Aug. 16 for Dantzic. The Richmond Hill, which 
will proceed to-day for London, is from New- 
York with a cargo of cattle and general goods.

WHY ODELL WAS NOT EXTRADITED. 

CoLuMBUs, Ohio, Aug. 30.—Regarding the 
complaint made by Gov. Lee, of Virginia, in re- 
gard to the refusal of Gov.

of Butler County, for alleged burglary in Vir- 
ginia, itis now learned that the requsition was 
honored, but afterward revoked, the attorney 
for Odell showing that the purpose of the extra- 
dition was to compel Odell to pay adebt. The 
Governor offered to hear evidence on that point, 
but the prosecution has not produced any. ‘The 
laws of Ohio are very strict on the subjeet of 
extradition, and all Governors have for years 
refused to grant requisitions from other States 
for the purpose of collecting claims.

MR. HEALY DENOUNCES BAL- 
FOUR AND ‘*KING-HARMAN. 
EXCITING SCENE IN PARLIAMENT— 
OPPROBRIOUS EPITHETS FREELY 
USED—AN EVICTION WAR. 
LONDON, Aug. 30.-—-In the House of Com- 
mons this evening in the debate on the vote for 


the Irish Secretary’s office, T. M. Healy de- 
nounced Mr. Balfour as a Scotchman, ignor-

ant and careless of the duties of his 
office. He then made a long and violent 
attack upon Col. King-Harman, the 


Under Secretary, and was loudly called to order 
for referring to the Under Secretary as a con- 
vict because he had once been imprisoned 
for making an assault upon the po- 
lice at the Cremorne. He accused King-Har- 
man of inducing Times reporters to suppress 
his admission in the Houseof Commons that he 
haa threatened to shoot one Weldon. The 
chairman here reminded Mr. Healy that Col. King- 
Harman was absent. Mr. Healy retorted that 
he was within call. Proceeding, Mr. Healy said 
that Balfour was a mere shadow, but not so King- 
Harman, who had been hand and glove in 
Fenianism, had stood for Parliament as a home 
ruler, and had veen Secretary of the Home Rule 
League. He had been informed that the Chief 


Secretary’s brother, Gen. Balfour, had stated 
that Arthur had been appointed Chief Secretary 
because he despised Ireland. [Parnellite cheers. ] 

The Chairman, on an appeal from Mr. Balfour, 
ruled Mr. Healy out of order. Mr. Healy ac- 
cepted the ruling, but repeated the allegatiou 
amid an uproar on both sides. After de- 
nouncing Col. King-Harman’s connection with 
Orangemen, who, he said, had committed 
500 murders to ribbonmen’s one. Mr. Healy de- 
clared that the Parnellites objected to dealing 
with a Secretary “through glass darkly.” Since 
they had to deal with King Harman they pre- 
ferred to deal with him as Chief Secretary. - 

At this point Col. King Harmen entered the 
House and for his edification Mr. Healy repeat- 
ed the charges he had made. He added 


that his appointment was a disgrace to 
the, Government. He was giad, however, 
to notice that Cel. King Harman was 


abandoning his combativeness. 1t seemed to 
have dawned upon him that he was not a min- 
ister of the Orange Society, but of the people of 
Ireland. He advised him to sever his connection 
with Orangemen. 

Col. King-Harman here complained of the at- 
tacks made upon him in his absence, but the 
Chairman informed him that Mr. Healy desired 
that heshould be called into the House, Con- 
tinuing, the Under Secretary said that the 
Cremorne affair was a boyish escapade. As to 
the allegation that he had threatened to shoot 
Weldon, he would state that that was an abom- 
inabdle faisehood. 

The Chairman begged the Speaker to be mod- 
erate in his language. 

Col. King-Harman said he regretted that such 
a scene had occurred in the House, but the mat- 
ter touched his personal honor. [Ironical 
cheers from the [rish benches. 

A heated altercation ensued over Col. King- 
Harman’s connection with Sheridan and Egan, 
and the Chairman was obliged to call both Mr, 
Healy and the Under Secretary to order. 

Col. King-Harman admitted having addressed 
a Land League meeting at Dungannon, and 
claimed that he had protected Mr. Healy from 
outrage on the street there. 

Mr. Healy replied that men were present from 
the platform to attack him. 

Col. King Harman—I don’t believe it. I stood 
up and did my best for the honorable member, 
as I would do now. [Ironical laughter.] 1 eer- 
tainly advocated home rule, but that was before 
the Parnellites drove Mr. Butt from his position 
as leader of the Irish party in Parliament. I 
think that I have now replied to all the charges 
made against me by the bonorable member. 

Mr. Healy, resuming the attack, said he did 
not blame Col. King-Harman for accepting 
office, but he blamed the Governmant for ap- 
pointing a notorious lawbreaker and released 
convict. 

Col. King-Harmon appealed to the Chair, and 
Mr. Heatly repeated the phrase with emphasis. 

The Chairman reminded Mr. Healy that he 
had not given the correct*legal description of 
the Cremorne incident, 

Mr. Healy withdrew the expression “notorious 
lawbreaker and released convict,” at the same 
time remarking that he knew no legal 
term that would accurately deseribe King- 
Harman’s conduct. In conclusion he said he 
was unable to prepose a reduction of the Undor 
Seerctary’s salary because he had been told that 
he received none. He had, however, his own 
opinion about that. ; 

The Chairman censured and warned Mr. 
Healy, who accepted the rebuke, but said that 
King Harman was a landiord whose rents had 
been reduced by the Commissioners, and it was 
absolutely wrong to place hitn in an office where 
he would have influence in the appointment of 
Commissioners. Mr. Healy moved to reduce the 
vote £2,000. Other Parnellites continued the 
debate. 

Mr. Balfour testified to the ability, efficiency, 
and industry of Col. King-Harman, and accused 
the Parnellites of inventing and exaggerating 
charges against him. 

The Chairman called Mr. Balfour to order, 

Mr. Balfour defended himself against the 
ehargea made against him. He said that few 
chief secretaries had been Irishmen. 

Mr. W. H. Smith repeated Mr. Baifour’s good 
testimony regarding Col. King-Harman, and 
said he hoped the time would soon come when 
the Irish would cease such personalities, where- 
upon Mr. Bigger exclaimed: ‘“ These remarks 
eome with peculiar force trom a vendor of ‘ Par- 
nellism and Crime.’”’ [Parnellite cheers. 

Mr. Healy’s motion was negatived—113 to 52. 

A Cabinet meeting was held to-day. It was 
hastily summoned, and it is understood 
that the object of the conference was to 
take action respeeting the serious and 
determined opposition of the Liberal Union- 
ist leaders to the Government’s action in pro- 
claiming the Irish National League. It is re- 
perted thatthe Cabinet has decided to modify 
the proclamation so that it shall apply to eer- 
tain districts only. 

The Duke of Argyll, in a letter to the papers, 
states that he is astonished and pained at Mr. 
Giadstone’s speech in the House of Commons 
last week on his motion in reference to the proc- 
lamation of the Irish National League. He says 
that Mr. Gladstone’s attempt, by devices of lan- 
guage and tricks of phrase, to minimize and ex- 
cuse the detestable tyranny ofthe League shows 

a condition of mind on which no reliance can be 
placed for counsel and guidance. 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking at Hawarden to-day 
on “A Retrospect of the Queen’s Reign,” said 
that the leading change during the reign was 
the system of a representative Parliament, 
elected by the direct influence of the people 
ruling the we aig? 6 Many sovereigns consented 
to laws because they could not help themselves, 
From individual personal experience he kuew 
that Queen Victoria had given willing, hearty, 
and active consent to all beneficial changes, 
und had made herself the prime benefactor of 
the country. 

It is believed that Lord Hartington petted Mr. 
Chamberlain in order to mitigate the latter's 
rivalry for power, and was influentialin having 
Mr. Chamberlain appointed a member of the 
Fisheries Commission. 

The collapse of the California wheat ring 
caused an agitationin the Liverpool market to- 
day, and prices declined. 


DuBiiIn, Aug. 30.—William O’Brien 
editor of United ireland, presided to-day over 
thefortnightly meeting of the Irish National 
League in this city. The meeting was unusually 
large. Anumber of Catholic clergymen were 
present, Mr. Harrington announced that Mr. 
Charles Augustus Vansittart Conybeare, (Rad- 
ical,) member of Parliament for Northwest Corn- 
wall, and Mr. Charles Ernest §chwann,{(Liberal,) 
member for Nerth Manchester, had jcined 
the League. Mr. O’Brien said that the 
first braneh of the League against which 
the Government should issue a proclamatien 
would hold its meetings with closed doors and 
refuse to open them for the police, even if they 
demanded admittanee. This would leave the 
polices nothing to do but break their way in if 
they were determined to enter. As the police 
would probably resort to this violence, the Cen- 
tral Branch of the League would then ask the 
Lord Mayor to grant,them the use of the City 
Hall, with special police to defend it during 
League meetings therein. A majority of the 
Dublin City Council, as well as the Lord Mayor, 
are strong Nationalists and leaders in the 
League. 

The evictions on the O’Grady estate, at Her 
bertstown, began to-day. The balifs were re- 
inforced by 100 soldiers and 300 policemen. 
All the houses occupied by the tenants were 
barricaded aud guarded for defense. The house 
of Mrs. Crimmins, a widow, was the first ad- 
vanced upon by the bailiffs. The widow and her 
jriends were well armed with paving stones and 
boiling water, and both were showered upon 
the bailiffs with such telling effect that they 
were repulsed no less than four times. The 
Sheriffs men in their attacks attempted to 
crowbar their way through the walls 
and roof, and Mrs. Crimmins had the 
scalding water poured ever their heads, faces, 
and necks. After the fourth repulse of the 
bailiffs the police attempted to storm the house. 
They also were driven back. Finally, a joint 
rush was made by the bailiffe and police, and 
the house was broken into and captured. It 
was found that the defenders of the widow’s 
habitation numbered enly nine persons—tive 
men and feur women. All were taken prisoners. 
A large crowd had collected about the house to 
witness thecontest. The crowd all sympathized 
with Mrs. Crimmins and did all in their power 
to cheer her up in ker battle and to annoy and 
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exasperate the officers. When the widow’s 
arty was at last overpowered the crowd 
ecame frantic, and pressed closely up toward 
the house. The prisoners when they were led 
out sang ‘‘ God Save Ireland.” The crowd joined 
in the singing, and became so demonstrative 
that the police had to cut their way out with 
batons. wo more tenants were evicted to-day. 
Capt. Plunkett was in command of the evictors, 
The ae made repeated charges against the 
crowd of spectators, and used their batons 
freely, injuring Mr. Condon, member of Parlia- 
ment, and several English visitors. Several 
more tenants will be evicted to-morrow. 
Numerous tegint farmers in County Limerick 
have instructe@their solicitors to apply for a re- 
vision of rents under the new land act.

THE FISHERIES DISPUTE. 
ENGLAND TO APPOINT A COMMISSION— 

THE ARBITRATION PROPOSAL. 
Lonpon, Aug. 30.—Sir James Fergusson, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
announced in the House of Commons this after- 
noon’ that the Government had agreed upona 
new commission to represent British interests 
inthe North American Fisheries Convention. 
He added that he was glad to say that Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain haa accepted the office of 
principal High Commissioner for Great Britain. 
In answer to questions, Sir James Fergusson 


said that the deliberations of the Fisheries Com- 

mission would be solely upon the points in the 

ae between Canada and the United 
tates. 

Mr. John Bright, writing to Secretary Jones, 
of the London Peacs Society, whois one of the 
deputation going to the United States to present 
a memorial to President Cleveland in favor of 
the establishment of an internationalarbitration 
treaty, says: ‘here is talk of a permanent 
arbitration treaty between the United States and 
England. The project is a reasonable one and 
discussion may lead to its adoption. If the Gov- 
ernment of the United States were willing, and 
were in any way to signify its willingness to be- 
come a party to such a treaty, there is a force 
of good men with us to induce our Government 
to consent. Ifthis be done it will be a grand 
step forward in the world’s march and be 
followed in some not distant time by other 
nations willing to escape the sorry burden of 
military armaments. Two hundred members of 
the House of Commons sign the arbitration me- 
morial. But far morethan this number will be 
ready to urge the acceptance of the treaty upon 
our Government. Ifthe action taken at Wash- 
ington be favorable to the success of the scheme 
England and the United States will still remain 
two nations, but I would have them always re- 
gard themselves as one people. An arbitration 
treaty, honestly made and adhered to, would 
— ; much to bring about this blessed re- 
sult.’ 

The Jimes protests against the treatment to 
which British sealers in Behring'’s Sea are sub- 
jected by the American authorities in Alaska, and 
suggests that the Government send a cruiser to 
Alaskan waters to secure strictly legal treat- 
ment for British vessels. 


OTTawa, Aug. 30.—Surprise is expressed 
in official circles at the announcement that an 
international commission for the settlement of 
the fishery question has been decided on. The 
Hon. Mr. Foster, Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries, said he got his information from the news- 
papers regarding the alleged commission. He 
has not received any confirmatory reports. 


LonpoN, Aug. 31.—Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain expects to go to America at the close of the 
present session of Parliament, and has decided 
to abandon his proposed visit to Ulster. 
The News, commenting on the appointment 
of Mr. Chainberlain as a member of the Fisher- 
jes Commission, says: ‘*The appointment of 


the Commission is an important fact, but 
that of the Commissioner’ eclipses it 
in interest. That the Government 


had aneyetoitsown advantageis a perfectly 
safe calculation. It was obviously desirable to 
have him out of their way. We congratulate him 
and the ceuntry, (and felicitate him upon his 
clever eacape from the toils of the Tories.” 

The Telegraph says that Mr. Chamberlain’s 
Board of Trade experience will prove valuable 
to him in his capacity as a member of the 
Boara of Contre! ef Fisheries, and that he is 
pre-eminently the man to unravel the technical- 
ities of the matter and devise a reasonable set- 
tlement of the fisheries question, ifsuch a thing 
is possible.

Government. 


RUSSIA TO RULE BULGARIA. 
GEN. ERNROTH TO BE APPOINTED PRO- 
VISIONAL GOVERNOR. 

Soria, Aug. 30.—It is reported that M. 
Strausky, formerly Minister of the Interior, will 

undertake the task of forming a Cabinet. 

The people are strongly opposed to the pro- 
posal of Russia to send a General and a commis- 
sary to Bulgaria. 

Sr. PeTerspurG, Aug. 30.—The Novosti 
says that the Porte has aceepted Russia’s 


proposal to send Gen. Ernroth as_ provis- 
ional Governor of Bulgaria and Eastern Rou- 
melia until a new Sobranje shall legally elect a 
Prince for the Bulgarian throne, The paper 
adds that the Porte is seeking the assent of the 
powers to the earrying out of the proposal, and 
that the Sultan has guaranteed that Turkey will 
assist Gen. Ernroth to carry out his mission and 
supply him with a Turkish army if necessary. 


BUCHAREST, Aug. 30.—M. _ Neitchoff, 
whose appeal to the people of Roumania on 
behalf of Russia on the Bulgarian question was 
suppressed here, has succsededin getting it pub- 
lishedin Turnu Severin, Roumania, and haviug 
it svattered broadcast over the country from 
that point. Inthisdocument M. Neitchoff de- 
clares that Bulgaria has no means of safety 
unless Russia nominates a commissary to reg- 
ulate the affairs of the soldiers as well as of the 
civilians of the country and prepares the way 
for free elections of members of the new 
Sobranje which shall elect a new Prince. All 
other plans M. Neitchoff pronounces dangerous, 
“unless,” he adds, ** diplomacy aims to extermi- 
nate the Bulgarians by civil war, which un- 
doubtedly would affect other countries.” 


FROM THE GERMAN CAPITAL. 
BERLIN, Aug. 30.—The police order for- 
bidding the Socialists to celebrate the death of 
Ferdinand Lassalle did not have the desired ef- 
fect, as thousands of the followers of the great 


labor unien organizer made tho pilgrimage to 
Grunau yesterday. A row occurred during the 
day, and several arrests were made by the po- 
lice. 

The annual assembly of German Catholics 
opened at Treves yesterday. Three thousand 
delegates were present. Herr Windthorat in an 
address said that the entente cordiale which ex- 
isted between the Pope and the Emperor was 
highly important as indicating aturning point 
in their relations. He proposed the health of 
the two potentates. 

The East Africa Company have determined to 
prosecute Lieut. Werner for writing articles in- 
jurious to theinterests of the company. The 
ofticer, while at Aden, sent. home communica- 
tions to the German newspapers, in which he 
deseribed the colonizing operations of the East 
Africa Company as a “scandalous fiasco,” 
against which his countrymen ought to be 
warned.

TO SAVE THEIR CREDITORS 


FAILURE OF 1WO PHILADEL- 
PHIA FIRMS. 


ASSETS OF ABOUT $4,000,000 CLAIMED 
TO MEET LIABILITIES OF $1,575,000 
-—AN EXTENSION ASKED FOR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—A great sensation 
Was caused in business circles to-day by the 
failure of Robert Hare Powell & Co., bituminous 
coal shippers, and Robert Hare Powel Sons & Co., 
iron manufacturers, who made an assignment to 
the Guarantee Trust-ana Safe Deposit Company. 
The two firms, which are practically one, place 
their Mabilities at $1,575,000, and their assets 
at $4,000,000. In a letter to their creditors they 
attribute their failure to the inability of Charles 
E. Pennock & Company, iron plate manufact- 
urers, of Coatesville, to meet their paper held 
by R. H. Powel & Co. They say that 
they make the assignment ata time when they 
might, at a loss and some risk to their business, 
continue, but their object is to secure an exten- 
sion. They claim that their paper has not been 
protested, and that their accounts have been 
settled to date. They agree to make a statement 
in 20 days. 

On Monday Charles E. Pennock & Co. satis- 
fied R. H. Powel & Co. of tneir inability to take 
up their paper, of which the Powels held 
$203,000 in four-month notes. This pa- 
per had been negotiated and indersed 
by the Powells, and was held principal- 
ly by Philadelphia, Bellefonte, Harrisburg, 


Phillipsburg and New-York banks. A note for 
$14,000 made by Charles E. Pennock & Co. 
went to protest, and Lawyer W. W. Wiltbank, 
their counsel, advised R. H. Powel & Co. to 
suspend, as from $60,000 to $100,000 of the 
Pennock paper woula fall due ina few days, 
— Powells had not the means to make it 
ood, 

erhis isthe reason for the failure that was 
given by Mr. Wiltbank. Experienced coal min- 
ers and shippers and iron men said that Robert 
Hare Powell & Co., as wellas Charles E. Pen- 
nock & Co., had been borrowing money for some 





time. They invested largely in new 
coal lands which they were developing, 
and put a great deal of money into 


an expensive iron furnace plant. They have for 
some time past made purchases of supplies on 
short credits, payments of which have from time 
to time been deferred by the issue of notes of ob- 
ligation. Besides this, the Gurantee Trust and 
Safe Deposit Company held a mortgage of $750,- 
000 against the tirm, and it was on the strength 
of this that the assignment was made. 

W. W. Wiitbank, the firm’s lawyer, and also 
the attorney for the assignees, said that of 
the $1,575,000 liabilities, $650,000 was 
personal paper secured by collateral 
consisting of mortgage bonds on _ real 
estate. These bends are principally 
made or indorsed to cover their own iron plant 
at Saxton, Bedford County. The rest of their in- 
debtedness is for coal supplies, and on busi- 
ness and other paper which they have in- 
dorsed. The assets consist of over $2,000,000, 
in real estate, and the balance of book 
adcounts, of which $240,000 are available, and 
personal property at the mines and furnaces 
and in Philadelphia. Besides, the firm ex- 
pect, if they get an extension, to realize the 
two-hundred-and-three-thousand-dollar claim 
against Charles E. Pennock & Co. Their real 
estate consists of 18,000 acres of cre land; the 
Stirling Coal Mines Nes. 1 and 2, on the Moshan- 
non branch of the Clearfield Railroad, which 
have produced 100 carloads daily; 600 ears, 
and 800 acres of coal land, called the Ramey 
tract, which they are developing near their 
stirling mines. They have also gas coal mines 
at Ameyville, Westmoreland County, and thou- 
sands of acres at Broad Top, in which they pro- 
duce their coal and make the coke for their fur- 
naces. At Saxton, Bedford County, they have 
anironore plant, consisting of two furnaces, 
one of which is now producing 70 tons daily, 
and which last year netted them $70,000 
in seven months. Here they own all 
their lands in fee simple, and three 
miles of narrow guage track, which connects 
their ore and lime quarries with their furnaces, 
They have also 2,000 acres, containing large 
hematile mines in Huntingdon County, where 
they produce from four to five car-loads of ore 
per day.” 

The Assignees were not ready to-day to give a 
list of the creditors and debtors o7 the firm. The 
creditors are principally banks, though, with a 
few coal miners. The country banks are 
at Bellefonte, Harrisburg, Phillipsburg, and 
Huntingdon. The rest are in Philadelphia, 
Camden, and New-York. In Philadelphia the 
banks holding the firm’s personal and indorsed 
papers are the Central, Fourth-Street National, 
Corn Exchange, and National State Bank of 
Camden. President Tyler, of the Fourth- 
street National, said that the bank would 
lose nothing, as the paperit held was secured 
by collateral of twice its value. He refused to 
say how much paper the bank held. The State 
Bank of Camden and the other hanks expressed 
themselves as perfectly satisfied that they 
would lose nothing, and announced their willing- 
ness to grant any necessary extension, 

The failure of Charles E. Pennock & Co. 
created a big excitement in Coatesville, and 


to-night it was doubtful whether the 
works would go on. If they shut 
down 175 men will be thrown out 


of work, and about 800 people, one-fifth of the 
population of the place will be affected. Charles 
E. Pennock, the head of the firm, said to-night 
that hia failure was caused by the failure 
of Robert Hare Powell & Co. to carry their 
paper. He estimated the liabilities at about 
$300,000 and the assets at $400,000, 
Of the liabilities he said that only 
$50,000 were business debts. The assets con- 
sist of the mill plant, which is worth about 
$200,000, and private property and farm 
lands, Last week the firm confessed judg- 
ment for $200,000 to Robert Hare Powell 
& Co., and on Monday the judgment was entered 
up in West Chester. Thesame day Pennock & 
Co. made an assignment to Augustus Boyd, of 
this city, and they claim that their assignment 
was made before the judgment was entered. 

Mr. Pennock claimed that the judgment was 
confessed in pursnance of an arrangement with 
the Powells, and that it was not to have 
been entered as it was. He re- 
fused to say what the arrangement 
was, but admitted that his tirm held some of 


Robert Hare, Powell & Co.’s paper. A prom- 
juent business man of Coatesville said 
last night that the arrangement was 


that the Pennocks should make the paper 
and the Powells should floatit. Hesaid it was 
for their mutual accommodation, and that Pow- 
ell & Co. got a8 much benefit from it as Pennock 
& Co. He said the paper trading had been going 
on for two or three years. 


Robert Hare Powel & Co., miners and ship- 
pers of coal andiron at Philadelphia, have an 
office at 49 Broadway, this city. The firm is com- 
posed of the estate of Robert Hare Powel and 


R. H. Powel,Jr., John C. Bradley,De Veaux Powel 
and Henry B. Powel. Bradley became a partner 
in July, 1874; R. H. Powel, Jr.,in May, 1881, and 
Henry B. Powelin October, 1886. Robert Hare 
Powel engaged in the coal business in 1856. He 
died intestate in 1883, leaving a large estate to 
his widow, three sons, and two daughters. An 
appraisal of the coal properties was made 
in September last, and the value placed 
upon them was $2,383,420. The firm 
have 15,000 acres of land at  Sax- 
ton, Penn, and lands and leases in 
Clearfield County, Penn.; Belmont County, 
Ohio, and Houtzdale, Annville, and Dudley, 
Penn. There are mortgages on record on 11,000 
acres of the above land, nominally for $1,100,- 
000, but the actual amount is about 
$400,000. The bonds issued under the 
mortgages were used as collateral by 
the tirm for obtaining loans. The firm were 
large borrowers of money, as their business 
was extensive. Charles E. Pennock & Co., of 
Coatesville, Penn., who are involved in the 
failure, have large rolling mills, the plant cost- 
ing over $450,000. The business has been es- 
tablished over 20 years. Joseph L. Pennock, 
who had a half interest in the tirm, died July 11 
last. The other partners are Charles E. Pen- 
noek, William Pennock, and John Pennock. 

The failure of Robert Hare Powel & Co., of 
Philadelphia, was a great surprise hore, and its 
significance was hardly understood by New- 
Yorkers. The iron trade is apparently in the 
midst of prosperity. The largest production 
ever known is now making, and prices show a 
reasonable profit above ali cost of producing. 
Vice-President Clarke, of the Thomas Iron Com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

* ‘The trade is in a most flourishing condition. 
I could have soid 50,000 tons of steel rails last 
week for delivery this year if our mill at Scran- 
ton had had the capacity to make them.” 

The New-York branch of the house received 
the following letter yesterday afternoon: 

We exceedingly regret toinform you that on ac- 
count of @ large failure in the iron business we were 
forced to-day to ake an assignment in order to pro- 
tect our creditors and ourselves. We beg to say 
that we fully expect the business will move on as 
usual, and your supply of coal will come on regu. 
larly. Our Assignees are @ large and responsible 
corporation of this city, and we are satisfied we will 
have exteoded to us every facility that we may 
reasonably ask ior. Respectfully yours, 

ROGERT HARE POWEL & CO. 

Robert Hare Powel & Co. had offices in Puila- 
delphia, Baltimore, New-York, Boston, Provi- 
dence, and New-Haven, and shipped coal at 
Greenwich Point, South Amboy, and Baltimore. 
Among the bituminous trade here it is said the 
assignment would not have wuch effect, as the 
works would probably goon. The paper of ihe 
the iirm is said to have been plenty in Bosion ro- 


cently, and itis believed the banks of Central 
Pennsylvania are pretty well loaded up. It is 
conceded on all sides that the assets are far 
above the liabilities, but it is believed that they 
cannot be realized upon immediately. 

Mr. Chipman, of Chipman & Holt, coalfdealers 
at 171 Broadway, when asked yesterda 
whether the assignment of Robert Hare Powe 
& Co. would affect any of the coal dealers in this 
city, said it would. ‘“ Ourtirm,” said Mr. Chip- 
man, “has supplied Powel & Co. with large 
amounts of coal, andif the assignment were a 
permanent one I have no doubt a great many 
coal dealers in this city would be sorely affected. 
There is no cause for uneasiness, however, as 
the estate owned by Powel & Co. is valued at 
tour or five time what they owe. I cannot say 
whether any failure will be caused in this city 
by the assignment, but I feel certain that every- 
thing will be all right ina few days.”

STILL NO NEWS OF THE KNICKER- 
BOCKER, BUT HER AGENTS HOPEFUL. 
NEwW-ORLEANS, Aug. 30.—Up to 7 o’clock 

to-night no news has been received concerning 

the steamer Knickerbocker, which is now four 
days overdue. The El Dorado, of the Morgan 

Line, which left New-York four hours and 

twenty minutes before the Knickerbocker, ex- 

perienced a severe hurricane® Tuesday morning, 
which was accompanied by such heavy seas that 
she was compelled to heave to for 31 hours. 

Neither the El Dorado nor the Chalmette, which 

latter steamship left New-York last Tuesday 


and arrived here last evening, saw or heard any- 
thing of the Knickerbocker. It is not known 
whether she took the route this side of or be- 
yond the Gulf Stream. The former is the 
shorter, but a sharp lookout is required to keep 
out of shoal water, especially during a storm. 

Beyond this and the generally rough seas ex- 
perienced in rounding Cape Hatteras there is no 
danger to be apprehended ina voyage between 
New-Orleans and New-York, except, as in this 
instance, when a hurricane is met with. The 
Louisiana, of the same line, three or four years 
ago had a rough time and was detained by a 
hurricane. On another oceasion the Hudson 
had her machinery so badly broken that she 
was compelled to sail into this port, where 
fears for her safety prevailed on account of 
her being, like the Knitkerbocker, four days 
overdue. Messrs. Moulton & Co., her agents in 
this city, think it probable that the Knicker- 
bocker broke down or met with a mishap to 
her machinery during the hurricane of Tuesday 
and was driven to the east of the Gulf Stream, 
se that she would, under sail, take several days 
to recover her course and vut in at either Savan- 
nab or Charleston, where it is expected she will 
be first heard from. 


Nothing has yet been heard of the missing 
Cromwell Line steamer Knickerbocker, Com- 
modore E. V. Gager, of the line, who is also 
Captain of the steamer Louisiana, superintended 
the construction of the Knickerbocker and com- 


manded her for a short while after she was 
launched. He was succeeded 10 years ago by 
Capt. Kemble. He said yesterday that he was 
notin the least anxious about the missing ves- 
sel,ashe says that he knows her to be thor- 
oughly seaworthy, and thinks her delay is owing 
to a probable break in her engines. 

“She has not been heard from,” he said, “be- 
eause it is quite probable that Capt. Kemble 
took the outside course by way of Cape Mattan- 
ella Reef, and in this case he would be out of the 
track of any vessels which are likely to freport 
here. Some years ago the steamer St. George, 
also of this line, broke her engines while sailing 
over the same route, and she was not heard of 
for three weeks afterward. Northwardj bound 
vessels always keep inthe Gulf Stream, and 
these will therefore passto west of the Knicker- 
bocker if she has pursued the course suggested. 
She will be likely to fall inonly with such steam- 
ers as are bound for Cuban or Gulf ports.” 





SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNT'S. 





ANOTHER TRUSTED BOOKKEEPER AMONG 
THE MISSING. 

BurraLo, Aug. 30.—For the past few 
days lumber circles have been excited over a 
large shortage which was discoveredin the ac- 
counts in the officeoof W. W. Tyler, the well 
kuown lumber dealer and vessel owner. William 
Beyer began working for him about eight 
months ago as a bookkeeper at a salary of $50 a 
month. He lived high and fast, and his friends 
wondered where the money came from. 


The secret seems to have leaked out in late 
developments, which show that while this 
has been a very lucky season for vessel owners, 
Mr. Beyer got his share of the profits. In the 
business itself Mr. Beyer handied very little 
money, but Mr. Tyler, being managing owner of 
Beveral vessels, considerable money in the form 
of checks to pay expenses passed through his 
hands. Things culminated about the middle 
of the month, when Mr. Tyler discoverea that 
he was short in his accounts, and allowed him 
to resign. He claimed that he was going with 
the Union Oil Company, which had a store on 
Obio-street, but that concern had gone out of 
business. 

Later examinations of the books, it is said, 
showed a shortage of $7,000 in Beyer's ac- 
counts, and steps were taken to prosecute him. 
Beyer fled last Friday night, or at least that is 
the last day his whereabouts were known. His 
éscapade was the talk of the town, and it was a 
surprise to everybody that he ceuld spend 
money as lavishly as he did. Mr. Tyler had his 
attention called tothe watter, but as Beyer 
handled the money of the office in such a way 
that it seemed he could not appropriate any of 
it to his own uso Mr. Tyler took no action. The 
Sheriff is now after Beyer. The latter is mar- 
ried, but he spent money lavishly on wine and 
women.

EXPERIMENTS WITH TORPEDOES. 

Newport, R. IL, Aug. 30.—Capt. Stone, 
Lieut.-Commander Snow, and Lieut. Ingersoll, 
the Examining Board for the torpedo station, 
to-day witnessed experiments with torpedoes by 
the class. In the first experiment two spar tor- 
pedoes were exploded, sending barrels and huge 
columns of water into the air, but losing second- 


ary spars, opening a seam in the boat, and kill- 
ing many fish Two exercise torpedoes were 
next exploded from a rowboat by electricity, 
breaking in pieces the spar to which they were 
attached and blowing it into the air. A spar 
torpedo lmprovised from an empty can filied 
with powder, fitted with fuses, aud sealed with 
pitch, was then successfully ;exploded, to show 
how powerful a torpede can be quick- 
ly manufactured without gun cotton. A tor- 
pedo was next fastened to an iron chain two 
inches in diameter and exploded, breaking 
the chain with ease. Au improvised mine filled 
with gunpowder instead of gun cotton was also 
tired with success. A countermine of four tor- 
pedoes was sent outonaline and all four tor- 
pedoes exploded, two from a boat and two from 
the shore. This experiment was to break an 
enemy’s system of mines. The last experiment 
was that of shore defense, a mine sunk off shore 
being exploded by two batteries working simul- 
taneously from shore. The experiments were 
all very successful and satisfactory to the board. 
The board also visited the engine room where 
the electric light engine was explained by one 
ofthe members of the class. To-morrow the 
class will perform experiments in explosives. 
An interesting series of tests to show the resist- 
auce of gun metal to shocks from gun cotton is 
in progress at the station.

A MAIL AGENT’S SINGULAR DEATH. 
JOLIET, Ill., Aug. 30.—Mail Agent Henry 
Morgridge, of Milton Junction, was killed to-day 
on the Rock Island Railroad, near where Ex- 
press Messenger Nichols was murdered, half 


way between Joliet and Minooka. Thetrain was 
going toward Chivago, and Mail Agents Brant 
and Morgridge occupied the mail car. Upon 
the arrival of the train at Joliet Brant notitied 
the train hands that Morgridge was missing. 
He said he did not miss him until the train had 
reached the coal chute, near Joliet. Five miles 
south of Joliet the body was found at the side of 
the track, with his brains dashed out, the whole 
back of his head crushed in, a ghastly cut in 
front of the head, the neck broken, and blooa 
running out of the nose, ears, andeyes. The 
mail car chair was found near, breken in pieces. 


Imprints of a man’s hand were found 
near the car desk, and scratches as 
if he had _ been grasping to keep 


from falling out. Whe supposition is that Mor- 
gridge sat down near the door, that the chair 
broke, and he fell out. Some think there are 
suspicious Circumstances about it. Morgridge 
was anold employe, having run on that route 
for 10 years, and was regarded as a careful and 
efficient maii agent.

THE UIES CRYING FOR THEIL 
LOST PONIES. 

COLOROW SAID NEVER TO HAVE GONE 
ON THE WARPATH—THE GOVERN: 
MENT WILL SEE JUSTICE DONE. 

DENVER, Col., Aug. 30.—The latest new: 

from the Ute trouble is exasperatingly at vari: 
anee. One report says that the Indians are pre 
paring for a descent upon Rangely, where th¢ 
militia and cowboys are intrenched in rifle pits, 
to effect recapture of the three or four 
hundred Indian ponies which were captured in 
Thursday’s battle. This report is confirme: 
by militia officers at the front. Other sources 
of information would lead to the belief that the 
Indians do not want now to fight any more thay 
they did before they were first attacked. The 
Utes are said to have left the scene of the battle 
ground and to be now encamped on the reserva 
tion near the Colorado line. A few Indians are 
to be seen near Rangely. They are evidently 
sentinels whose duty it is to report to the main 
body of Utes concerning the movements of the 
troops, and also to secure their ponies if pos 
sible. 





The only warlike aspect is the men 
acing attitude of the militia officialy 
and Sheriff Kendall. .The report is con 


firmed that volunteers are leaving Sherifi; 
Kendall and Hooper, and are returning to the 
settlements. The militiamen are anxious to re 
turn, and hourly expect an order allowing them 
to do so. 

Itis now an established fact that the Utes did 
not expect an attack on Thursday. The killing 
of the papoose and the wounding of the twe 
squaws, which fact is reported from both sides, 
confirms this belief, as it is an invariable cus- 
tom with Indians when planning or expecting ay 
attack to remove the squaws and papooses toa 
safe distance. Notwithstanding the Governmenf 
report to the contrary, itis believed here that 
from six to ten Indians were killed in the battle. 

Gov. Adams has arrived in Meeker, where 


Gen. Crook is expected to-morrow. The Gov- 
ernor has sent couriers forward to Colorow to 
insist on his meeting Gen. Crook and the Gov- 
or atsome designated place for a conferenc¢ 
talk. 

The newspapers of Denver condemn the aw 
tion of the whites in attacking the retreating 
Indians in unmeasured terms. The following 
was received at the Governor’s office to-day: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30, 1887. 
To the Governor of Colorado, Denver, Col.: 

Agent Byrnes, of the Uintah and Ouray Agencies, 
Teports that Major Leslie has taken possession o' 
300 head of Indian horses that were grazing on the 
pubhe lands near the reservation line, that he has 
corraled them at Rangely, and would hold ther 


until certain Indians were delivered up t¢ 
him. I am directed by the President t¢ 
request that you take all proper measures 
to deliver these horseg to Agent Byrnes 


Agent Byrnes will be directed to take possess on 0? 
the same for the Indians as soon as arrangementé 
are made for their delivery. I also respectfully ase 
you to co-operate with Agent Byrnes in collecting 
the sheep, goats, aud other property of these Ir 
dians with a view of restoring the same to them o¢ 
reservation. Very respectfully,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The following 
telegram from Gen. Terry, dated Chicago 29th 
was received at the War Department to-day: 


“ Referring to Major “Randlett’s dispatch of the 
27th, forwarded bY. me this morning, I suggest that 
under sections, 2,147, 2,149, and 2,150 Revised Stat- 
utes, Indian Agent Byrnes should be instructed to 
remove from his reservation all persons who 
may intrude upon it, and that the military 
commander at Fort Duchesne be instructed 
to give him all the assistance that he may require. 
It is hardly to be supposed that the civil and mift- 
tary officers of Colorado will forget thatthe State 
writs do not run beyond the boundaries of the State, 
but in the excitement of the situation this may be 
overlooked, and Major Randlett does not seem to 
feel at all sure that the pursuit of the Indians will 
not continue, I think as a precaution the orders 
which I suggest should be given.” 


Gen. MacFeely, Acting Seeretary of War, sub- 
mitted this telegram to the President at a Cabi- 
net meeting to-day, and the situation was care- 
fully considered, resulting in telegraph instruc- 
tions being sent this afternoon by the President, 
through the Interior Department, to Goy. 
Adams, of Colorado, to confine the actions of the 
civil authorities strictly within the limits of the 
statutes, 80 as to prevent the Sheriff's posse or 
the militia from crossing the reservation border, 
Should such precipitate action be taken 1t is 
feared that adisastrous outbreak of the reser- 
vation Indians would follow, and everything 
possible will ve done to avoid such a result. 

A later dispatch received this afternoon from 
Gen. Terry read as follows: 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30, 1887. 
Adjutant-General United States Army, Washington i 

The following Justreceived, dated Fort Duchésne 
Utah, Aug. 29. 

To Assistant Adjutant-General Department of thu 
Platte, Omaha, Neb.: 

Colorow and all his following are now «at Ouray 
Agency, 50 miles from Colorado, and manifest a 
disposition to remain on the reservation. No more 
excitement among the Indians. Militia and 
cowboys hold hundreds of horses and thous- 
ands of sheep and goats belonging to Colo- 
row and Chipta, (Chipeta,) Ouray’s widow. This 
stock was grazing on the land claimed by Indians as 
belonging to the reservation and where they have 
been permitted by their agent to live for years. 
Colorado settlers have claimed locations there, and 
have at last succeeded in driving the Indians in. 
Colorow has notin this trouble been on the war- 
path, and has made his way to the reservation avoid- 
ing hostilities as far as possible.

The following official correspondence on the 
Indian trouble in Colorado has taken place: 


OURAY AGENCY, Utah, via Price, Aug. 29. 
Atkins, Indian Commissioner, Washizyton: 

Colorow and his followers are now at the agency. 
They say they are not mad and don’t want to fight 
They express a willingness to remain on thé 
reservation. Major Leslie, who fired on these In. 
dians on the border of the reservation, took posses. 
sion, and run off about 300 head of the Indian horses 
that were grazing on the public lands near the 
reservrtion line. The horses were corraied at 
Rangely, Col., by Major Leslie} who informet 
Lieut. Burnett that he would hold them 
until certain Indians were delivered up to him. 
The cowboys are breaking these Indian horses 
for their own use. Unless something is quickly 
doue these horses will not be recovered. 1 therefore 
request that you obtain authority from the War De- 

artment to allow Col. Kandlett, commanding Fort 

uchesne, to send adetail of men to bring these 
horses on the reservation, as it would be dangerous 
for Indiays to go,as wellas agency employes,as they 
would be roughly handled, being known to be iu 
sympathy with the Indians. These Indians whe: 
pursued by Sheriff Kendall were compelled to abau 
don 2,000 sheep, besides large herds of goats, which 
shouid also be recovered with the horses. These In- 
dians when attacked in Colorado were on a peaceiul 
hunting expedition, and they believed that they huil 
aright, under the treaty of 1874, and as understovd 
by them and the commission, to hunt upon these 
lands in Colorado.

TO SUCCEED PROF. BAIRD 


G. BROWN GOODE APPOINTED 
FISH COMMISSIONER. 

His ACHIEVEMENTS IN ICHTHYOLOGICAL 
SCIENCE—THE CHICAGO POST OFFICE 
INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The appointment 
of Prof. G. Brown Goode, the present Assistant 
fecrstary of the Smithsonian Institution, as 
Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, complies 
alike with law and with the requirements of the 
cflice, Solicitor McCue, in stepping aside, has 
surrendered an office which he did not seek, 
which was entirely unsuited to his high and 
well known judicial qualifications, and which 
would have been more or less certain to embar- 
rass him, even if he had accepted a temporary 
tenure of the office. Prof, Goode, the new ap- 
poiutee, was born in New-Albany, Ind., in 1851, 
and consequently is 36 years of age. He was 
educated at the Wesleyan University, at Middle- 
town, Conn. While afstudent there he took an 





active interest in the development of a 
museum of natural history, and after 
his graduation he was employed by the 


college to pursue ichthyological investigations. 
He served an apprenticeship of several years in 
the Smithsonian Institution, without pay, in 
continuation of the fishery studies to which his 
mind was bent. Some reference to his later ser- 
vices has been made, but the half has not been 
tola. There have already issued from the Gov- 
ernment press, prepared by his pen,two portly 
quarto volumes on the fisheries and fishing in- 
dustries of the United States, one contain- 
ing 895 pages of descriptive matter, and 


the other 277 descriptive plates. These 
are being followed by other works, in 
course of preparation, descriptive of all 
the vertebrate and invertebrate ;fishing indus- 
tries on the American coast, taking in Alaska 
and the great lakes, which will make seven or 
eight volumes more. The Scribners haye pub- 
lished a folio edition of “The Game Fishes of 
the United States,” written by him, illustrated 
with colored plates. When the representatives 
of the United States entered the Fisheries Ex- 
hibition in London, in 1883, the first prom- 
inent objects that met them were these 
colored plates of Prof, Goode’s, elaborately 
framed and mounted. After an address delivered 
before that exhibition by Mr. Goode Prof. Hux- 
ley rose and said: “The great moral of the 
United States contribution to this exhibition, 
and especially of the contribution which Mr. 
Brown Goode has just made to the conferences, 
was that if this country or any society which 
could be formed of sufficient extent to take up 
the question was going to deal seriously wit 
the sea fisheries and not let them take care 
of themselves, as they had done for the 
last thousand years or 60, they had a very con- 
siderable job betore them, for he did not think, 
speaking with all respect to the efforts made by 
Sweden, Germany, Holland, and so forth, that 
any nation at the present time had compre- 
hended the question of dealing with fish in s0 
thorough, excellent, and scientific a spirit as 
that of the United States.” Ail of which and 
much more to the same purpose go to show that 
in the selection of Prof. Goode as Prof. Baird’s 
successor the President has made an admirable 
appointment, 

But the fact that he has been able to select 
from among the civil officers of the Government 
a known scientist, acquainted with the habits 
of food fishes, to servein this important oltice 
without extra compensation, does not remove 
the absurdity of this special law. If Prof. 
Goode should die to-morrow there is amentusely 
no civil officer of the United States qualified, 
under the terms of the act, to take his place. 
The special law was passed when fish culture 
was initsinfancy. Congress was willing to risk 
the experiment, provided it was intrusted to 
Prof. Baird, and framed the law accordingly. 
The beneficial results achieved entitle the Fish 
Commissioner to rank atleast as high as the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, who it is an- 
nually proposed to elevate to the rank of a Cabi- 
net officer, The present provisions of the law 
have been outgrown. Itis an absurdity to have 
a Fish Commissioner receiving not as Commis- 
sioner but as Assistant Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian a salary of $300 a month, and appoint- 
ing and controlling a Deputy Fish Commissioner 
atasalary of $416 a month. This anomaly, it 
is understood, will soon, be removed by the 
resignation of Major Ferguson, the present 
Deputy Fish Commissioner, who unsucessfully 
attempted to supplant Mr. Goode, but there will 
still remain alist of employes which fills two 
pages of the official blue book, whose compensa- 
tion aggregates nearly $20,000 a month, Con- 
tinuance in office is regulated by the Fish Com- 
missioner. Thisis an unnecessary and unjust 
responsibility te throw upon any one man 
charged with other onerous duties. There is no 
good reason way the number of. employes 
and the salaries of each should not 
be estimated and appropriated for, as in the case 
of other departments of the Government. Nor 
is there any reason vay the Fish Commissioner 
should not be paid a salary commensurate with 
the importance of his office, and be exempted 
from discharging the duties of two offices with 
the pay of one, These matters can be appropri- 
ately considered when the Senate is called upon 
to confirm a new Fish Commissioner, Prof, 
Goode, it is stated, will render every assistance 
with a view of placing the administration of this 
important department under proper control. 


Civil Service Commissioners Edgerton and Ly- 
man to-day gave out their report on the Chicago 
Post Office examination, which was written by 
Mr. Lyman and acquiesced in and signed, after 


careful perusal, by Mr. Edgerton. Two passages 
in the report will undoubtedly attract attention. 
One is the sentence in which it is stated that ‘if 
the Postmaster at Chicago finds it entirely 
practicable to give reasons for all re- 
movals made by him, it eertainly cannot 
be impracticable for other Postmasters to do 
the same.” This view, differing so widely from 
the views which Mr, Edgerton is understood to 
have expressed in his report on the Chicago Cus- 
tom House, which has not yet been made pub- 
lic in authentic form, but only by installments 
in the shape of interviews, led to inquiries as 
to whether Commissioner Edgerton had fully 
considered this part of the report. It was as- 
certained that he had, and that while reading 
it he remarked: ‘ Practicable, of course it is 
practicable,” and thereupon signed the report, 
Another important passage in the report reads 
as follows: 


“What proportion of the appointees of Mr. Judd 
are Democrats and what Republicans we did not 
learn; but we think it probable that the great ma- 
jority of them are Democrats, and that this prepon- 
derance of Democratic fmt baird has resulted from 
@ like prepondeeance of Democratic over Republican 
applicants, jinduced, no doubt, by: the feelingiin the 
community that the chances of securing appoint- 
ment were vastly in tavor of the Democrats as 
against the Republicans. This is a condition of 
things greatly to be deplored, and the objects sought 
to be accomplished by the _ civil service 
legislation will not be secured until it shall cease 
toexist. Until all who desire to enter the public 
service shall, without regard their political opinions 
or party atliliations, freely present themselves for 
examination, unrestrained by any feeling that 
there will be discrimination in favor of or against 
them on account of such opinions or affiliations, and 
untilappointing officers cease to make such discrim- 
inations and thereby remove all grounds forthe feel- 
ing which undoubtedly exists in every city where 
there is a classified Post Office, except, perhaps, in 
the city of New-York, that such discriminations are 
and will be made.” 


The report on the Post Office investigation is 
given out in advance of the Custom House re- 
port because made on the Commisaioner’s own 
volition, while the Custom House report was or- 
fered by the President. It is understood the 
latter will be made public to-morrow, 


The refusal of the Boston Customs Collector, 
Mr. Saltonstall, to give information to a commit- 
tee concerning his clerical force because they 


were representatives of a Democratic or- 
ganization is not looked upon with fa- 
vor by at least two of the Civil 


Service Commissioners. Commissioner Lyman 
regards the refusal as right, if the information 
was desired to serve partisan ends, but is in- 
clined to think that in general, requests for such 
data should always be complied with by a public 
officer. Commissioner Oberly is very emphatic 
in his opinion that information of this character 
is public property, and should befleniedjto none, 
ho matter what their purpose in obtaining it 
might be. The charges made by the Dem- 
ccratic committee, that Collector Saltonstall 
has made no removals, are not§borne out by the 
records of the Civil Service Commission, There 
were ope by Mr. Salt nstall from July, 
1886, to January, 1887, 36 clerks, 35 inspectors, 
1 female private secretary, 23 assistant weigh- 
ers, 3 storekeepers, and 2 drug samplers. This 
enumeration includes both neat pr sme and 
permanent appointments, but itis, inthe opinion 
of the commission, safe to say that there were 
in the period named at least half as many va- 
cancies caused by one reason or another as the 
sum total of the appointments as herein given.

THEY ARE ALL ARRAIGNED AND JACK- 
SON PLEADS GUILTY, 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Aug. 30.—The city jail 
opposite the railroad station held a distin- 
guished crowd this afternoon. In the little ex- 
amination room were Mayor Job Male, Justices 
John Ulrioh and Lewis F. Wadsworth, Council- 
man M. M. Dunham, Corporation Counsel Craig 
A. Marsh, Lawyers A. P. Miller and W. R. Cod- 
dington, ex-Judge Suydam, Acting Chief of 
Police Grant, and the horo of the incendiary ex- 
citement, Edward J. Murphy, cool and unassum- 
ing; a dozen reporters, and a young manina 
Knickerbocker bicycle suit, who was said 


to be the twelve-thousand-d ollar-a-year 
Treasurer of an insurance company with 
headquarters in this city. In the two 


adjoining rooms, behind the iron-grated doors of 
seven dark, narrow, wooden cells, stood the seven 


citizens who, if Murphy is right, have terrorized 
all the other Plainflelders for three years by set- 
ting fire to barns and dweliings within the city 
limits, The main corridor was crowded with 
regular and special policemen, with and without 
uniforms, Outside the jail was a big crowd 
clamoring for admission as spectators and peering 
through the blinded and grated windows, unmind- 
ful of the presencein their midstof Policeman 
Cadwallader Jones,: whose face and make up 
would prove a bananza for Ned Harrigan. 

The preliminaries had all been arranged dur- 
ing the day in the offi¢es of the Corporation 
Counsel and Justice Ulrich. When the officials 
had made themselves as comfortable as their 
cramped quarters would permit, John M. Jack- 
son was ordered before the august body. The 
prisoner looked likea man who had passed 10 
successive nights in a Bowery barroom and was 
painfully nervous, -The Corporation Counsel 
read anaffidavit by Murphy in connection with 
the complaint that the prisoner had, on Aug. 28, 
ye fire to the property of Frazer and D. H.

Jackson was asked if he had engaged counsel 
and replied that Ife had not. He was asked 
what plea he desired to make, and replied: 
“Guilty.” Lhe Corporation Counsel asked that 
the confessed prisoner be remanded until Thurs- 
day at2 o’clock for examination, and such an 
entry was made by Justice Ulrich, Jackson 
turned to go back to his cell, the picture of a

Horace Van Ness was next escorted into the 
room, very much disturbed, He is short and 
stout, and his clothes are shabby and soiled. His

Denton on July 12, and both prisoners pleaded 
not guilty. Lawyer Miller said he appeared for 
Van Ness, and, no objection being made, the 
hearing was postponed until Thursday after- 
noon, 

Theodore Van Ness was next broughtin. He 
had a * Why-ho” cut about him not calculated to 
excite admiration. He was also arraigned, with 
Jackson, on the charge uf setting fire to the barn 
of Wililam MoCutcheon on Aug. 14, and pleaded 
not guilty, His case went over with the others, 

Jackson for the second time pleaded guilty. 
He was next arraigned with Louis and Horace 
Van Ness for committing arson on the premises 
of Carman Parse, Cashier of the First National 
Bank, on Mareh 15. All three pleaded not 
guilty, the Van Nesses pleading after a confer- 
ence with Lawyer Coddington. Their cases were 
adjourned until Thursday like the others, subject 
to mutual arrangement between counsel for the 
prisoners and Corporation. 

Robert Skinner was informed that he was held 
as a witness, and would be released under $500 
bonds. He thought he could get bail. 

Justice Wadsworth next took the bench and 
arraigned the two prisoners whom he had issued 
warrants for. They were George Reed and 
Philip Hapenny, charged with setting fire to the 
barn of Isaac T. Brown on Ang. 21. Both 
pleaded not guilty, und were remanded for two 
days. 

There are no new developments of importance 
in the case, but the excitement has not abated, 
and the capture and fate of the gang is dis- 
cussed in every cirele. Murphy’s work in the 
case is praised by everybody, while the local 
police force is ridiculed right and left for gen- 
eral inefficiency and lack of discipline.

ALBERT NEITER SEEKING BAIL

AN ORDER OF ARREST IN A SUIT BE- 
GUN BY F. P. FREEMAN & CO. 


Albert Netter, the failure of whose firm, 
Netter & Co,, in Wali-street, in December, 1877, 
caused great excitement, and the results of 
which have been cropping up at divers and sun- 
dry times ever since, was engaged last night, 
under the watchful eye of a Deputy Sheriff, 
in trying to secure bail, This had been 
placed atthe high figure of $30,000, which in 
itself made the search difficult, and at last ac- 
counts it had not been secured. 

The order of arrest from which Mr. Netter was 
trying to obtain relief was granted yesterday by 


Judge Donohue. Through their counsel, F. P. 
Freeman & Co,, of 43 Exchange-place, began an 
action against Mr. Netter, claiming $29,000 
due them, with interest, making a. total 
araount of about $38,000. Upon the couusel’s 
representation to Judge Donohue that it was 
deemed best that some restraining influence 
should be put on Mr. Netter, the order of arrest 
Was granted and placed in the Sheriff’s hands 
for service. Mr. Netter was soon found, and 
then the search for sureties was begun. 

The suit of F, P. Freeman & Co. grows out of 
the transactions of Netter & Co.,10 years ago, 
with the firm of Davia & Freeman, of which the 
present firm is the successor. The connection is 
best shown in the history of the Netter failure, 
which is briefly told as follows: 

Netter & Co.’s office was at 52 Exchange- 
place, and their assignment was made to Julius 
Wehl on Wednesday, Dec. 27,1877. Wall-street 
was excited over the event, which was unlooked 
for. The house did alarge business. Its capital 
was nominaliy only $200,000, but apart from 
that the partners were considered very wealthy 
men. They had been in business for three years 
when the failure came. Up to 1875 they did 
very well, but then losses set in upon them. 
They lived sumptuously and extravagantly and 
a failure to retrench added largely to cause their 
failure. 

They were in the habit of lending money on 
time on securities of various sorts to outside 
parties, In need of fresh capital, they re- 
hypotbecated these securities on call with 
various banks, being able to obtain money on 
them at a great deal less margin than they 
accorded in the first place. This gain kept them 
up for a time, but the crash could not be staved 
off. 
Becoming in straits Albert Netter went to 
Cincinnati to obtain assistance from his father- 
in-law, Isaac Wolf, a retired merchant, who had 
promised to aic if Gabriel Netter’s father-in-law 
would do likewise. This the latter refused 
todo. Anticipating then that they could hold 
out no longer, Gabriel Netter made out a set of 
orders to be given to those whose securities he 
had rehypothecated, requiring their delivery on 


payment of the sums he had obtained 
on them, with interest. The assignment was 
also then decided upon. Davis & Freeman 


were among the Many caught. They bor- 
rowed $250,000 from Netter & Co. on 
$250,000 of New-York Central first mort- 
gage bonds, worth then 119. These were 
rehypothecated in the manner stated above, and 
from this transaction grew legai proceedings, of 
which the suit and order of arrest against Albert 
Netter forma the latest phase.

FEW OF THE USUAL HABITUES PRESENT

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ELMIRA’S NEW HOSPITAL. 
MRS. WILLIAM B. OGDEN’S GENEROUS 
GIFT TO HER NATIVE CITY. 
Evmira, Aug. 30.—A building is in course 
of erection in this city in regard to whose char- 
acter and purpose there has been not a little 
public speculation. The statement has been 
hazarded that it was intended for.a public hos- 
pital, of which Elmira is greatly in need, and 
the further conjecture has been made that it 
was to be a gift to her native place on the part 
of Mrs, William B, Ogden, of New-York, Both 


these surmises can now be announced as facts, 
The building will be known as the Arnot-Ogden 
Memorial Hospital, and will stand asa tribute 
to the memory of Mrs. Ogden’s family and of 
her late husband. No expense will be spared to 
render the institution a model one of its kind. 
Advantage has been taken of the latest improve- 
ments in the plans of hospital construction, and 
every detail has been carefully studied which 
can contribute to the convenience, comfort, and 
sanitatiou of the building. Thecumpleted struct- 
ure and the grounds aiid which it is set will be 
resented asa free gift to the city of Elmira. It 
s but recently that Mrs. Ogden erected a beau- 
tiful memorial chapel in Elmira, and this new 
benefaction will give her a fresh claim on the 
gratitude of the people of her native city. 

The folowing description will give an idea of 
the general characteristics of the building. The 
central portion has a front of 48 feet, is 66 
feet deep, and basin the rear an annex 33 feet 
by 36 feet, with wings on either side 654 feet 
by 28 feet. On the ground floor of the central 
building, which is three stories high, are the en- 
trance hall and corridor, reception board, ma- 
tron’s and doctors’ rooms, dispensary, patients’ 
dining rooms, operating room, &c. On the sec- 
ond floor there are a children’s ward, four rooms 
for pay patients, nurses’ roow, and bath rooms. 
On the third floor are five rooms for pay patients, 
nurses’ room, &c. The annex, which is two 
stories high, is devoted to the kitchen, serv- 
ants’ quarters, and nurses’ dining room. 
The wings, which are one story high, contain 
the male and female wards of 10 beds each. 
Each ward is provided with a “sun” or * day” 
room well lighted on the sides and roof and con- 
necting with an open covered piazza. It is pro- 
posed to treat the building by “ indirect,” “ di- 
rect-indirect.” and * direct” radiation, as re- 
quired by the condition of the various rooms 
witha fan to secure a continuous current of 
fresh air. Open fireplaces are also provided for 
the wards aud some of the rooms in the central 
building. Convenient and ample provision has 
been made for the thorough ventilation of every 
room in the building. The material of construc- 
tion will be brick, selected for the face work, and 
laid up in red mortar, with band courses of Corn- 
lng pressed brick and stone trimmings.

READING EMPLOYES CONSIDERING NEW 
COLOR TESTS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—The Arbitra- 
tion- Committee of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company’s emptoyes, appointed at the 
Tamaqua convention, met the Receivers and 
chief executive officers of the company to-day. 
The vexed question of the color test examina- 
tions was not settled in all its details, but it can 
be definitely stated that there need be no strike.

FOUR WIVES 100 MANY. 


THE MATRIMONIAL EXPLOITS OF CLIN- 
“TON E. -WILLIAMS, 

Bartimorg, Md., Aug. 30.—In the Eastem 
Police Station this morning Clinton E, Williams 
faced Louisa H. Keyser, whom he married in 
1884, and Nellie Hewitt, to whom he was mar- 
ried on the 25th of last July under the assumed 
name of Charles B. Edwards. Williams was 
committed for court, After he was put in® a cell 
he told how in the brief space of a career which 


is now only 22 years old he has managed to get 
married five times. All the wives are still liv- 
ing. Williams, according to his story, was born 
in Pennsyivania. When he was 15 years 
of age he ran away to Baltimore 
and succeeded in being sent to the House of 
Refuge. He escaped and enlisted in the army. 
After six nonths’ service in Arizona he deserted, 
but was Gaptured and imprisoned. While in 
prison he met a girl who became wife No. 1. His 
father secured his release on the plea that he en- 
listed before he was of age. Young Williams left 





his wife in San Francisco and came East, In 
Chicago he enlisted again and succeeded in 


getting a dishonorable discharge. In Septem- 
ber, 1884, he married Louisa H. Keyser in this 
city. After remaining five weeks with her he 
enlisted at Fort McHenry in November, 1884, 
and in June, 1885, he left with his regiment for 
Jackson’s Barracks, New-Orleans. In that 
city he married a woman named Lena 
Morse, who was wife No. 3 His next 
adventure was a duel with a private 
soldier named John Graves, and both were dis- 
honorably discharged. From New-Orleans he 
came io Baltimore, and after a short time went 
to Philadelphia and started a saloon on Spring 
Garden-street. Here he was married to a fourth 
wife. Williame then tried gambling, but losing 
all his money deserted his wife in Philadelphia 
and came on to Baitimore. Again he enlisted in 
the cavairy service under the assumed name of 
Clinton H, Lee. At Fort Leavenworth he got 
jnto a fight with a guard and using his knife cnt 
him so badly that he died from his injuries. He 
was court-martialed for this crime and sen- 
tenced to six years in a military prison. He 
was freed on the plea of insanity. He then 
came back to Baltimore and on the g5th of July 
last he made Nellie Hewitt his wife No. 5, 

This is the brief outline of Williams’s account 





of himself. He fills it up with numerous 
escapades of a belligerent sort.

POSTMASTER JUDDS CASE. 


PEE AS 
RESULT OF THE INVESTIGATION MADE 
BY MESSRS. EDGERTON AND LYMAN, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Commissioners Edger- 
ton and Lyman, of the Civil Service Commission, 
have completed their reports upon the investigation 
made by them in Aprillast concerning the manner 
in which the civil service laws, rules, and regula- 
tions are enforced at the Chicago Post Office. The 
report states that the inquiry consisted mainly of 
an inspection of the books, papers, records, and files 
of the Board of Examiners of that office, an inquiry 
concerning the methods of the board, and the pro- 
curing from the Postmaster of a statement showing 
the force and organization of the Post Office when 
Mr. Judd Postmaster and 
at the time of the investigation, 
changes in the organization ‘ 
Mr. Judd’s administration, It appears, says the re- 
portthat the whole number of employes of all 
grades on June 1, 1885, the date when Mr. Judd be- 
came Postmaster, was 871, and on April 14, 1887, 
1,038, not including 50 stamp-selling agencies. Add- 
ing these, the total force connected with the Postal 
Service in that city on the latter date was 1,088. 
The number of unclassified employes not subject to 
examination was 22 on the first-named date and 24 
on the second, while the number of classified piaces 
which might be filed withont examination was 33 
ou the first-named date and 35 on the second. 
The number of appointments made by Mr. 
Judd to unclassified places is 24, showing 
that that force has -been entirely changed by 
him. All of the 35 excepted places have also 
been filed by Mr. Judd’s appointmeuts; seven of 
them, however, by reappointment of the ald occu- 
pants. The number of employes removed by Mr. 
Judd is 269, and the number who have been sepa- 
rated from the service, Otherwise than by removal 
is 152, of which 115 resigned; six were arrested for 
stealing and 11 died. The reports of changes in the 
( hicago Post Office filed in the oftice of the commis- 
sion show that PostmasterJuddhas uniformly given 
reasons for removais made by him. Such reasons 
as inefiiciency, drunkenness, &c., are given, which 
the Commissioners think every one will recognize 
at once as sufficient reasons for justifying removals. 
The report continues: ‘If the Postmaster at Chi- 
cago finds it entirely practicable to give reasons for 
all removals made by him it certainly cannot be im- 
practicabie for other Postmasters to do the same.” 

The number of appointments made upon certifica- 
tion from the eligible registers is 628, The large 
excess of appointments over removals, resignations, 
deaths, &c,, adds the report, is accounted for in 
part by the failure of a considerable number to re- 
port when appointed, the refusal of others to aecept 
appointments, and in part by the increase in the 
force. The Commissioners say that while they did 
not learn what proportion of the appointments are 
Democrats and what Republicans, still they think it 
probable that the great majority of them are Demo- 
¢crats. This they attribute to the preponderance of 
the Democratic over Republican applicants, induced, 
no doubt, by the feeling in the community that the 
chances of appointment were vastly in favor of the 
Democrats. ‘he Commissioners deplore this condi- 
tion of affairs, and say thatthe objects sought to be 
accomplished by the civil service legislation will 
not be secured until all who desire shall freely pre- 
seut themselves for examination, unrestrained by 
any feeling of discrimination, and until appointing 
officers shall cease to make such discrimination aud 
remove all grounds for the feeling which no doubt 
exists in every city where there is a classified Post 
Oflice, except perhaps in the city of New-York. As 
the Chicago Postmaster, continues the report, in- 
variably appoints the highest in standing on every 
certification, or the whole four certified, there 
seems to be no good reason for the belief, 
if it exists, that discriminations for political rea- 
sons are made in appointments at the Chicago 
Post Oflice. The report states that the examination 
did not disclose any wrongdoing on the part of the 
Board of Examiners, or show any evidence of par- 
tiality or unfairness in its action, The report recom- 
mends that the Secretary of the board should be re- 
lieved from all other duties, and should devote his 
entire time to the work of his office. as is done in the 
New-York Custom House. ‘The Commissioners have 
appended, without comment, a statement from the 
Board of Examiners, of the facts in the ‘‘ Reugger” 
case, Which was brought to their attention by an 
affidavit concerning it made by Mr. T. J. Thompson, 
late private secretary to Postmaster Judd. The 
board does not sustain the statements madein the 
afiidavit. 
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EXPRESS RALESON RAILWAYS, 





ARGUING THAT THE INTER-STATE 
DOES NOT CONTROL THEM. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Mr, W. 8. Chisholm, 
general counsel of the Southern Express Company, 
has submitted to the Inter-State Commerce Commis. 
sion a printed answer to the circular communication 
of the commission, in which answer the company 
argues that itis not legally bound to furnish sched- 
ules of rates. 

‘*It is,” says the answer, ‘‘a corporation estab- 
lished under the laws of Georgia, using wagons, 
railroads, steamboats, steamships, and other vehi- 
cles of conveyance. The use of railroads has always 
been the subject matter of special contracts which 
differ in their terms and conditions, and are subject 
to change or abrogation at the will of the railroads. 
The rates and charges of the express company are 
therefore made up of an estimatec reasonable ailow- 
ance for the use of itsown property and for the use 
of other lines. With one railroad it may contract 
for Car space, With another upon a tonnage basis, and 
to a third it may pay & percentage of its revenues.’’ 

The answer quotes from an opinion by Chief- 
Justice Waite, sustaining the right of an express 
company to make special contracts with railroads, 
and it likens the relations of the express and the 
railroad to those between the railroads and the Post 
Office Department or the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. It is submitted that legislation to re-

verse established legal princidbles should cer- 
tainly make some reference to the law or 
principle to be changed; yet section 6 
of the inter-State law not anly contains no 


reference to express companies, but declares in un- 
ambiguous language that its provisions apply only 
to railroads. The schedules provided for are re- 
quired to state the places upon the railroad, and 
contain the classification of freight in force upon 
the same, and copies of the schedule are 
required to be kept in every station, yet the express 
company Owns norailroad, has no control over rail- 
road rates or classification, and has no offices or 
agents in many of the stations of lines with which it 
has contracts. The sixth section, it is averred, no 
more requires a publication of schedule of rates, 
fares, charges, and classifications by express com- 
panies than by other customers of railroads. Again, 
itis asked how wouldit be practicable for the re- 
spondent tomake joint contracts with several rail- 
road lines, with some of which it may have percent- 
age and with others space or tonnage contracts, and 
what would be the condition of respondent if forced 
to make joint contracts in case one or more of the 
lines observed the contracts and others did not, 
The statute makes provision for the protection of 
the innocent rail line in such case, but no provision 
is made for the protection of the express company.

HE REPUDIATES AN ALLEGED STATE- 
MENT OF HIS OPINIONS.

MANSFIRLD, Ohio, Aug, 28, 1887. 

To the Editor of the Commercial Gazette: 

On my return home my attention is called to a 
ublished telegram from Winnipeg, Manitoba, giv- 
hg views alleged to have been expressed by me on 
the fisheries question to Senator Ogilvie, of the 
Dominion Government, which I am told has been 
extensively reprinted in the United States durin 
my absence, in which it is alleged that I justified 
“the action of the Dominion Government upon the 
fisheries question as perfectly within their rights 
and extremely moderate,” 

I wish most emphatically to deny any such inter- 
view, or as haying expressed to any one any such 
opinion. I hada conversation with Senator Ogilvie 
in the presence of a number of gentlemen, in which 
I tcok the exactly opposite position; that while the 
Canadian Government had legally the right to ex- 
cluie American fishermen within the three-mile 
limit of their shore, it was an act of bad policy to do 
so, and that their denial to American fishermen of 
the commercial righta toseek shelter and buy bait 
and supplies in Canadian ports was inconsistent 
with the civilized and generous policy of modern 
commercial nations, and that I hoped it would be 
promptly abandoned as the best preparation for 
more intimate commercial relations between the 
United States and the Dominion Government. These 
views, in substance, were published in the papers at 
Winnipeg, and I feel quite sure that Senator Ogilvie 
never authorized the publication of the statement I 
have quoted, 

I would not ensider this of sufficient importance 
to call fora denial but for the fact that it is a sub- 
ject matter of negotiation between the two coun- 
tries, and such an utterance would not only be con- 
trary tomy well known opinions, Lg in extremely 
bad taste.

Young Mr. SHEEHAN, of Buffalo, probably 
fooks upon himself as a man with a future. 
Fer. an hour or two yesterday Mr. SHEEHAN 
was the bone of contention between the 
friends of the President of the United States 
and the friends of the Governor of the State 
of New-York, as will be seen by our report 
of the meeting of the Democratic State 
Committee at Saratoga. To be sure, 
Mr. SHEEHAN and the friends of Gov. HILL 
‘vere outnumbered and beaten, the va- 
cancy upon the State Committee to which 
Mr. SHEEHAN aspired being given to Gen. 
DoyYLE, also of Buffalo, a good Cleveland 
man, but even to be beaten in such a con- 
test confers a certain distinction, and 
have no doubt that Mr. SHEE- 
HAN’S ambition will be fired by the 
jncident. The contest was scarcely close 
enough to be exciting, and its result was 
what has been expected. It spite of the 
activity of Judge WILLIAM L. MULLER and 
other friends of the Governor the majority 
of the Democrats in the State are still more 
inclined toward the President’s kind of 
Democracy than toward the Governor’s, 
and the preponderance of Cleveland senti- 
ment is really very much gréater than 


we 


the majority in the State Commit- 
tee in favor of Gen. DoyrLE would 
indicate. The Democrats have not 


followed the example of Mr. PLaTT’s Re- 
publican committecin calling an early con- 
vention. As the party, so far as we are in- 
formed, has no issues or principles to submit 
to the thought and judgment of the electo- 
rate this Fall, ashort canvass will serve its 
purpose as well as alongone. The issue 
of the contest will not be made until the 
voters see what Mr. PLatr has to offer them 
at his convention on the 14th of September. 
His ticket and himself will supply that 
issue, and it is possible that the voters 
will make up their minds about it very 
promptly. 








The Pennsylvania Democratic Conven- 
tion to be held to-day at Allentown is like- 
ly to be of some importance in national 
affairs. A very strong effort has been made 
by the Hon. Wiri1amM L. Scott, by Mr. 
WitiiaM M. SINGERLY, and others nearly 
as well known in Pennsylvania politics, to 
secure from the convention an indorsement 
of Mr. CLEVELAND’S policy of tax.reduc- 
tion that shall mean something. To 
this, of course, RANDALL is firmly op- 
posed, and as he has had a good deal of 
influence in the past in the distribution of 
the offices in Pennsylvania, he now has a 
chance to array the office holders against 
the policy of the Administration. Itis an 
interesting episode in the history of Penn- 
sylvania Democracy, and the country will 
be greatly relieved if RANDALL should be 
suppressed in this matter. It would show a 
change of temper on the part of the Demo- 
cratic leaders that would be very signifi- 
cant.

The President’s appointment of Prof. G.

“indiscriminate legislation at Albany.” 
Undoubtedly there is a basis of truth for 
the Mayor’s remark, but as a key to all the 
evils from which New-York City suffers it 
strikes us that Albany legislation is rather 
overworked. There are many things that 
could be done under the law as it is if the 
commissions created and authorized at Al- 
bany were filled on purely business princi- 
ples and not on the theory that partisan 
activity constitutes a claim to appointment 
inthem. And we suggest with due defer- 
ence that there are some things in munici- 
pal administration more efficient than pure 
scolding. 





Mayor Hewirr has evidently profited by 
his vacation. His letter to the small boy 
who wants a place to play ball lacks that 
tone of fierce impatience with which he 
chided the intercessors for the dogs. He 
does not even say that his personal and 
unofficial views would be met by the ex- 
termination of small boys, whether suffer- 
ing from actual rabies or not. And yet the 
small boy is as capable of making himself as 
profound and pervading a nuisance to a 
nervous man as even a chained mastiff by 
moonlight. Itis true the Mayor tells the 
boy that it is better to goto night schools 
than to play ball—a proposition which to his 
correspondent is not so much repulsive as 
unintelligible—but he does it in the tone of 
one who is mournfully aware that a differ- 
ent opinion is widely entertained. Before 
he took his holiday the Mayor would have 
informed his correspondent that boys who 
preferred playing ball and shouting to at- 
tending night schools, or even to silent 
meditation, usually grew up to be hanged, 
and justly so. 







































The indictments against ex-Surveyor-Gen- 
eral BENSON, Surveyor-General REICHART, 
and other fesidents of California, which 
were found last April, have been dismissed 
by Justice Frrip. They were found to be 
defective. The defendants were accused of 
having defrauded the Government by 
means of fictitious surveys and in other 
ways. The indictments were procured as 
the result of an investigation made by the 
Interior Department, and it was hoped that 
prosecution would break up the great sur- 
veying ring of the Pacific slope. Fora long 
time the surveys of public lands in the far 
West had been controlled by a combina- 
tion. The Government had lost not only 
the money that had been paid for fictitious 
surveys, but also a large quantity of land 
frandulentiy obtained by the ringsters. 
For exampie, in 




















twenty-four townships 
of Colorado examined last year, there 
was found no evidence that any sur- 
veys had been made, although surveys 
had been paid for. Of fifty-seven township 
surveys inspected in Nevada, all but one 
were condemned. When surveys were actu- 
ally made, they were frequently used as a 
means of getting possession of the best agri- 
cultural and timber lands covered by them. 
Prosecutors in these cases seem to be as un- 
fortunate as they were in the cases against 
the redwood thieves. If the District Attor- 
ney in San Francisco is incapable of draw- 
ing a good indictment, he should speedily 
be displaced by a better man. 








THE CHICAGO POST OFFICE. 

The report of the majority of the Civil 
Service Commissioners on the condition 
and conduct of the Chicago Post Office dis- 
closes a state of things that is, on the whole, 
very satisfactory and encouraging. What- 
ever differences of opinion may have arisen 
in the commission, there is no trace of them 
in the summary of the report of Messrs. 
EDGERTON and LYMAN given out to the 
That there were such differences, 
particularly with reference to the expedi- 
ency and propriety of giving reasons for re- 
movals, is known, but the report, remark- 
ing that Mr. Jupp, the Postmaster at Chi- 
cago, having stated to the commission his 
reasons for all the removals he has found oc- 
casion to make, says, “‘it certainly cannot be 
impracticable for other Postmasters to do the 
same.” Itis not impracticable, nor is there 
any good reason whatever why it should 
not bedone. On the other hand, there are 
many and strong reasons why it should be 
done, and why it should be made obligatory 
upon every official possessing the power of 
removal. Itis entirely absurd to say that 
such an official can have a good reason 
for removal and not be able to put it defi- 
nitely upon record. The assumption that 
a public officer is sustained in not giving 
reasons for removals by any analogy in pri- 
vate business is unfounded. Every sensi- 
ble and honorable business man has good 
reasons for such an act, and if he does not 
put them on record it is only because he is 
responsible to no one but himself, which is 
not the case with a public officer, who is in 
reality as much an employé as others under 
him. 

Another excellent feature of the conduct 
of Postmaster JUDD is his practice, as 
stated in the report, of taking either the 
highest in standing of every four names 
certitied to him by the examiners for ap- 
pointment, or else all the four. It does not, 
of course, follow that such a practice should 
be made compulsory. On the contrary, the 
rules leave to the appointing officera dis- 
cretion which is intended to be a real 
one and to be exercised. At the same time, 
when an officer has confidence in his exam- 
iners, and that confidence is justified, 
there is little risk and some distinct ad- 
vantage in taking men for appointment 
in the order of their standing. There is 
little risk, because the appointment when 
made is only on probation, and if the man 
of the highest standing does not prove 
satisfactory in those qualities that are to 
be tested only by trial he can be, and ought 
to be, dropped. There is an advantage, be- 
cause such a practice tends to give confi- 
dence in the fairness of the examinations 
and otf the system generally, which at the 
present stage is of great importance. As 
Mr. Jupp has kept to this rule now for 
two years and more, and has made over 
600 appointments under it, it is fair to 
infer that he has found it to work well. 

Without any direct knowledge on the sub- 
ject the Commissioners state that they 
think it probable that ‘‘the great majority 
of the men appointed from the eligible lists 
in the Chicago Post Office are Democrats.” 
This they attribute to the preponderance of 
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Democraic applicants, “induced, no doubt, 
by the feeling in the community that the 
chances of appointment were vastly in fa- 
vor of the Democrats,” This condition of 
affairs the Commissioners deplore. They 
say, and truly, that “ the objects sought to 
be accomplished. by the civil serv- 
ice legislation will not be secured 
until all who desire shall freely pre- 
sent themselves for examination, unre- 
strained by any fear of discrimination, 
and until appointing officers shall cease to 
make such discrimination and remove all 
grounds for the feeling which no doubt 
exists in every city where there is a classi- 
fied Post Office, except, perhaps, in the city 
of New-York.” The Commissioners need not 
have said ‘‘ perhaps” so far as concerns the 
feeling regarding the New-York Post Office. 
There is no room for any doubt on the sub- 
ject. Every other Post Office in the coun- 
try would be regarded in the same way if 
it were managed in the same way—that is, 
purely for business and not at all for pol- 
itics. What determines public feeling as to 
this point is not alone what is done in the 
appointments coming under the rules, but 
much more what is done as to appointments 
outside the rules. Ifa Postmaster ignores 
politics and sticks to business in matters 
where he has a free hand, no one will sup- 
pose him guilty of violating the rules in 
cases where they apply. And thisisa fact 
of vital importance all over the country and 
in all departments of the Government, not 
excepting the Executive Mansion. When 
all officers avoid partisan considerations in 
public business where they cando as they 
choose, confidence in their fidelity to the 
system embodied in the law will not be 
withheld. * 








































































































LONG ISLAND CITY, 


The present Mayor of Long Island City, 
more familiarly and no worse known as 
Hunter’s Point, seems to be quite in earnest 
in the intention of suppressing the various 
vices of that odoriferous suburb. His expe- 
rience has convinced him that the “sti- 
pendiary magistrates,” as they are called in 
Ireland, cannot be depended upon to prose- 
cute criminals. This has been one of the 
troubles of Long Island City for a 
long time. At one period in _ its 
eventful history the suppression of 
cock fighting on Sunday was regarded 
as desirable by a small and priggish minori- 
ty, but was found to be impracticable, 
mainly because all the officers of the law 
were engaged in the objectionable pastime. 
The Mayor has accordingly been dealing 
personally with the gamblers, whose voca- 
tion, always endemic in Hunter’s Point, 
has now for the fiftieth time become epi- 
demic. He has been “raiding” them and 
committing them without bail, and they 
and the persons alleged to be their allies in 
the magistracy are pursuing him with 
writs of habeas corpus and threats to make 
him repent his efforts to purify the moral 
atmosphere of the place. 

It is really to be hoped that these threats 
may prove successful. Not but that the 
Mayor’s intentions are excellent and his ef- 
forts sincere and energetic. It is his judg- 
ment alone that can be called in question. 
There is a good deal to be said in favor of 
the establishment of an Alsatia for a great 
city, to which all the lawlessness and vice of 
the city can be drained. Hunter’s Point 
seems to have been blighted by nature 
with that express object. Vice flourishes 
there because nothing else can be made to 
flourish, and it may safely be Grained there 
because it is entirely impracticable to drain 
anything from there. Why should the 
rough and the gambler be discouraged from 
making a penal colony of Hunter’s Point? 
Where else could they find a place where 
they would be so innocuous? It is the re- 
spectable residents of quarters within the 
city that entreat the Police Captains to 
make their disorderly neighbors move on. 
If they are moved on into another pre- 
cinct the same complaint arises. But if 
they are moved to Hunter’s Point there 
should be no complaint. What business 
have respectable residents in that abode of 
crime and malarial fever? Any respectable 
person pleading guilty to living in Hunter’s 
Point ought to be made to give an account 
of himself and to eXplain how he comes to 
be living there. Most persons against whom 
there is no other charge would probably 
plead that they lived there because they 
were property holders and could not get 
away. This is a flimsy pretext. A 
man can have acquired land in Hunt- 
ers Point only by inheritance or by 
purchase. If he has inherited it, he 
is in the same condition as an Irish land- 
lord, who is rapidly learning that he has no 
rights his tenants are bound to respect. If 
he has willfuily and deliberately bought 
land in Hunter’s Point he deserves the fate 
denounced by HENRY GEORGE upon land- 
holders in general. Hunter’s Point, by the 
way, very nearly fulfills that apostle’s bea- 
tific vision 6f a model community. The land 
was good for nothing in the first place; 
there is no ‘‘unearned increment” that 
anybody will buy, and the landholder 
is simply a trustee for the Aldermen 
and other representatives of the people who 
take his money in taxes under pretense of 
requiring it for municipal improvements, 
and spend it in rum, gambling, and cock- 
fighting. He deserves no sympathy. The 
sooner he girds up his loins and departs, 
like Lot, the surer will he be to escape the 
fate of Hunter’s Point. In truth, it would 
have been destroyed long ago by one of 
the oil fires that seem to have been 
kindled expressly for that purpose if it 
were not teo wet to burn. The only 
link that connects it with civilization is the 
Long Island Railroad. If that link were 
broken, asit should be, by the removal of 
the terminus, no respectable person would 
have any further excuse for visiting Hunt- 
er’s Point. A stout stockade could be built 
about it, as at Andersonville, with a well 
established dead line patrolled by a special 
force of well armed policemen. Then let 
the gamblers and the ‘‘gangs” be put on 
board the ferryboats at Thirty-fourth-street 
and sent to this congenial clime. They 
can begitile the tedium of perishing misera- 
bly with malarial fevers, aggravated by the 
rendering establishments of Newtown Creek 
and the pervasion of petroleum, by gambling 
and fighting cocks with each other and 
punching each other's heads. Only thus 


can Hunter's Point be made useful or profit- 
able to mankind, 
eran) 
CRUELTY ON THE PLAINS, 

The enormous losses in the ranch cattle 
industry since last Fall direct attention to 
the barbarous and inhuman way in which 
that industry is carried on, In Montana, 
Wyoming, and Idaho alone 800,000 cattle 
starved or were frozen to death last Win- 
ter. The “ Winter loss” in parts of Montana 
was 90 percent. Throughout Wyoming it 
was 50 per cent. Calves were the first to 
die in a season that killed so many full- 
grown cattle, and as the mortality was 
great among the cows the number of 
calves born last Spring was very small. 
Discouraged by the oppression of the buy- 
ing ring and by these heavy losses on the 
ranges, the ranchmen are now sending their 
surviving animals to market in unprece- 
dented numbers, with the intention in 
many case*. it is said, of going out of the 
business. in Chicago 200,000 cattle, for 
the most part in poor condition, have been 
received in the last thirty days, and in one 
day of the present month 13,500 arrived at 
the stock yards in that city. 

In no other part of the world are the 
sufferings of cattle so severe as on our North- 
western plains. And this is so because the 
ranchman usually makes no provision for 
feeding or sheltering his -herds in Winter. 
The owner of 10,000 cattlemay havenot one 
shed to shield his animals from the killing 
winds and blinding snowstorms—not one 
bushel of corn, not one ton of hay for their 
sustenance when the thin grass is covered 
with ice. In the warmer seasons the cattle 
are able to look out for themselves, but in 
the Winter the ranchman trusts to luck 
and never knows until the Spring ‘“round- 
up” how many of his unfortunate animals 
have survived. 

A correspondent of the Evening Post, writ- 
ing from the range country in Wyoming, 
shows how terrible have been the losses in 
certain districts with which he is familiar. 
Last October there came to Medicine Bow 
a herd of 900 New-Mexican yearlings. 
They were sold and turned loose. At the 
end of the cold season only 100 survived. 
Of 400 Utah yearlings turned loose last 
September only 60 are now living. At the 
meeting of the Platte and Sweetwater Riv- 
ers is a high triangular table land bounded 
on the north and on the’ southeast 
by caiions twelve or fourteen miles 
long. The cattle drifted from the 
west into this inclosure, driven by the cut- 
ting winds to a spot from which they could 
net escape. Here they starved to death. . 
‘“A range rider who has been up there 
since Spring opened,” says this correspond- 
ent, ‘told me that in some places on this 
table land he could have walked for more 
than a mile without putting his foot to the 
ground, just stepping from one carcass to 
another of the cattle that died during the 
Winter.” Another correspondent, describ- 
ingin the latter part of last Winter the 
losses on a Wyoming range, said: 

“Tn one ravine, where the cattle used to find 
water, lay 167 dead, in little more than a mile’s 
distance. Most of them were lying down, often 
four or five piled together, showing that they 
had stood in groups striving by united effort to 
resist the deadly power of the freezing blast. 
Calves from six to eight months old lying by the 
sides of their mothers were among the common- 
est sights. At one spot a young calf lay half 
buried in the snow while the poor mother steod 
over it with her nose touching its neck. At an- 
other spot stood a cow, stiffened with cold, and 
a young calf by her side standing in attitude to 
suck. In another ravine 82 dead cattle were 
tound heaped together. In tbe midst of the 
group was an old red bull standing on his 
feet surrounded by heaps of cows and calves. 
Most of the cattle were lying down; 
some of them had fallen on their knees, 
and halfa dozen were on their feet. Cows ex- 
hausted by the Summer’s suckling and Spring 
calves are the favorite victims of the storms, 
and these lie scattered over the prairie in thou- 
sands. The living cattle go about among their 
frozen mates, and are, if possible, a more pitiful 
sight than the heaps of carcasses. Thousands 
of cattle are staggering in the snow, so feeble 
that they could never regain strengthif Spring 
should open to-morrow. The strongest are little 
more than skeletons. The long, dry hair stands 
on end, andisavain protection from the pitiless 
wind that whistles through it. They stand all 


day and all night, their backs arched up and 
their noses touching the snow.” 


Those who have hearts that can be 
touched by such suffering as this will hail 
with joy any evidence that the stock-rais- 
ing business in the Northwest is under- 
going achange. A change must soon take 
place. The cowboy and his heartless mas- 
ter move before the settler, and the great 
range herds will give way to small herds of 
tamer cattle, which will be saved from 
freezing and starvation by proper care. 



























































































NAVIGATION. 
European interest in the possibilities of 
submarine navigation has received an 
impetus from therecent performances of the 
Nordenfeldt at Constantinople. This craft, 
which bears the name of her well known 
inventor, was brought down the Golden 
Horn at high speed through a crowd of 
small boats, shot the bridge without slack- 
ening her rate, and was checked for her 
trial off Seraglio Point. Little was to be 
seen of her except the dome and the upper 
part of her torpedo tube. Although in the 
full strength of the Bosphorus current she 
was manewuvred with the greatest ease, and 
on a speed trial as a surface boat made 
eight knots against a currentrunning nearly 
tive, thus showing her speed to be over 
twelve knots. Ordered to attack a steam- 
boat, she sank beneath the water and reap- 
peared onthe opposite side of the vessel, the 
supposition being that she had meanwhile 
launched her torpedo directly atthe bottom 
of the enemy’s hull. The London Engineer 
regards the performance as a successful one, 
and speculations are indulged in as to the 


possibility of using such vessels in practical 
warfare. 
It will be observed that nothing more has 


been accomplished in the Nordenfeldt than 
was achieved a year ago by the American 
boat Peacemaker. The Nordenfeldt employs 
steam for its motive power, and according- 
ly is looked upon with more favor by some 
English critics than boats designed to use 
electricity or other motors. Inthe previous 
experiments with the Nordenfeldt at Lands- 
krona it was made evident that the crew 
could remain submerged for several hours, 
depending entirely upon the amount of 
air sealed up in the hull. In subsequent 
experiments at Salamisit was shown that 
the boat could besubmerged thirty feet. Nev- 
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feldt will be of much practical use as a 
torpedo boat, The danger of steam leaks 
produced by collision with an enemy or by 
the discharge of her own battery is worth 
consideration. Her apparatus for balanc- 
ing the boat and for ascending and descend- 
ing is apparently not free from liability to 
injury, and she does not appear to sink 
with the rapidity desirable. The most that 
can be conceded is that she has made some 
progress in the direction of submarine 
navigation. 

Beyond doubt a good submarine boat 
would be of great service in the torpedo 
warfare which is now attracting so much 
attention. The device of placing nettings 
around war ships threatens to foil many 
ordinary torpedo attacks, whereas it Would 
be of no avail against a boat that could 
dive completely beneath the hull and make 
its attack there. But in order to be ofmuch 
service the boat must be able to move at 
least half a dozen miles an hour under 
water, to sink quickly, to be steered with a 
good degree of accuracy under water, and 
to be habitable for her crew when moving 
for a very long distance there. The Peace- 
maker and the Nordenfeldt are steps in the 
required direction, and when more is accom- 
plished naval powers may be eager to take 
up the device. 





The regulations governing examinations 
for appointment to the new hospital corps 
of the army, organized under the act passed 
by Congress at its last session, show that 
great care is taken to make it an efficient 
body, while it willjalso be a much more 
numerous one than the present. The hos- 
pital stewards and acting hospital stewards 
now inservice are transferred to the new 
organization, but must pass examinations 
like the new appointees unless they 
have served as stewards twenty years. 
The circular now in course of dis- 
tribution through the army indicates 
that, besides general capability and good 
character and habits, the successful candi- 
dates must have a knowledge of arithme- 
tic, including decimal fractions and pro- 
portions; of the army regulations affecting 
enlisted men; of practical cookery; of hos- 
pital and medical field apparatus; of the 
compounding of drugs and prescriptions; 
of the first aids to the sick and wounded, 
and, in the case of those who are to be full 
stewards, of minor surgery and elementary 
hygiene. Itis evident that a high degree 
of efficiency and trustworthiness is contem- 
plated for this important work.

The charge of high treason is a singular 

one to preter against the two secretaries of 

Gen. FERRON who disclosed to the Figaro 
what corps had been chosen for the French 
mobilization scheme. There was certainly 
no betrayal of secrets to an enemy nor any 
plot against the security of the Government. 

Nevertheless it was a contemptible breach 
of trust, for which the precious pair of clerks 
richly deserve punishment. A great part 
of the value of the scheme consisted in keep- 
ing secret the actual selection, both of the 
troops to be moved and of the railroad lines 
over which the transportation was to take 
place. This benefit hasnot wholly been lost, 
because doubtless all the corps have for some 
months been making general preparations 
for the event of selection, and the leading 
railroads have probably been revising their 
rules and looking after their rolling stock. 
If, as is said, the changes to be made in con- 
sequence of the disclosure will not be in the 
choice of the corps, but in some details of 
its mobilization, general travel and traffic 
must at least be the gainers, as they now have 
ample warning not to risk delays atthe 
time fixed on railroads around Toulouse. 


NOTES FROM MEXICO. 

Ciry or Mexico, Aug. 30, via .Galveston. 
—The Government is giving serious considera- 
tion to the subject of cheapening interior post- 
age. Up to last June the receipts of the Post 


Office Department for the fiscal year were $748,- 
000, against $651,000 for the previous fiscal 
year. In the fiscal year ending with June the 
number of packets carried was 18,000,000, 
against 13,253,000 the previous year. The in- 
ternational service shows a gain of 20,000 
packets, mainly arising from increased 
business with the United States. Under the 
hew postal treaty with that country, Mexico 
has aright to send letters there for whatever 
may be the rate for interior postage, but con- 
tinues the five-cent rate prescribed by the Uni- 
versal Postal Union. It is barely possible that 
the domestic rate may be lowered below 5 cents 
if the Government becomes convinced that the 
department will not suffer serious less, and ex- 
perience shows that cheaper postage here, as 
elsewhere, tends to a marked increase in cor- 
respondence. 

Zuniga, the earthquake prophet, publishes a 
letter in the Monitor to-day claiming that yester- 
day’s shock was the one foretold by him, but 
thatit arrived 19 days and some odd hours too 
late. Many people believe that Zuniga is right, 
aud his reputation is improving, His friends 
are jubilant, and Zuniga says that had his appa- 
ratus been properly made it would have fixed 
exactly the date of yesterday’s shock. He says 
that the sale of his recent pamphlet on which 
he relied to obtain money to perfect his mag- 
netic apparatus turned out a failure, and that 
instead of obtaining money he isin debt to his 
printer. Should there be a succession of shocks 
Zuniga is likely to be reinstated in baby favor. 
ln the meantime heis the hero of a burlesque 
play being enacted here. 

An American inventor here announces that 
he has discovered means by the employment of 
@ new and unsuspected force, the nature of 
which enables him to elevate high in the air the 
largest ships and to transport them from ocean 
to oqgan over any intervening tract of land, 
making a ship railway useless. There seems to 
be an epidemic of wonderful inventions, and the 
Mexican Patent Offiee is likely to be driven 
night and day recording the claims of the new 
inventors. 

It is semi-officially given out that there is no 
danger of any trouble with Guatemala, and that 
the two countries are now at peace and will not 
be driven into a hostile attitude.

CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE. 


“OLD HATCH,” THE FAMOUS BEAR, SUS- 
PENDED FOR, THREE MONTHS. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 30.—‘‘Old Hatch,” the 
famous Board of Trade bear, was to-day sus- 
pended from the privileges of the board for 90 
days for trading out of hours. The Directors of 
the board were in session this morning, and had 
his case under advisement when acommunication 


from him admitting that the charge was true 
was received. It only remained for the Direc- 
tors to fix the punishment, and they made it 
suspension for the time named. Three other 
members of the board said to be guilty of the 
same offense were not molested. Martin M. 
Schultz was suspended indetinitely for non- 
performance of contract. Twenty-five new 
members were admitted. 

The Directors rendered a deeision on one 
point in dispute in the interpretation of the new 
commission rule, namely, whether the rule per- 
mits a member of the board to pay a 
solicitor a commission on the busi- 
ness he secures. The decision was that 
members may divide their commissions 
with their solicitors, but they are to be held re- 
sponsible for the conduct of such employes. In 
other words, if the solicitoris detected paying a 
rebate out of his commission to customers his 
principal will be found guilty and punisned ac- 
cordingly. 

Considerable anxiety was felt by members of 
the board as to the nature of the report which it 
was expected the committee on the condition 
of grain in the elevators would make. 
A report was submitted, but it will 
not be acted upon nor made  pubiic 
till to-morrow. Neither President Wright nor 
Director Rumsey, Chairman of the committee, 
would give any information as to whether the 
committee had found the wheat in elevators all 
bad or all goud, or whether its investigations had 
been more fruitful in one direction than another. 
There is an impression, which this remarkable 
reticence has strengthened, that there is some- 
thing startling in the report.

A SILLY REQUEST BY GRAND ARMY 
PARTISANS. 


Sr. Louris, Aug. 30.—Although the Presi- 
dent has declared that he did not desire any 
political demonstrations during his visit to this 
city, the leading Democratic organization is 
making arrangements to tender him a big recep- 
tion, in which they propose to have 10,000 
Democrats in line.

A TALK WITH ROBERT T. LINCOLN oO, 


THE REPUBLICAN NATIONAL TICKET. 

ToLEepo, Ohio, Aug. 30.—A reporter of the 
Toledo Blade visited Rooert T, Lincoln in hig 
law office in Chicago the other day and asked 
him what he thought of the preferences ox. 
pressed for himself as a Vice-Presidential ean. 
didate on the Republican national ticket next . 
year. He replied: 


“J simply could not accept the nomination to 
the Vice-Presidency. To take any office at all 
would be at a great sacrifice of my business in- 
terests here in Chicago, and the Vice-Presidency 
is not an office of such 1mportatiee that f could 
afford to think of such a thing. I most certainly 


should not accept the nomination for the Vice- 
Presidency were it tendered, which I have no 
reason to think it will be.” 9 ‘ 

The suggestion was made that there really 
seemed more likelihood of his reevtying the 
nomination for the Presidency than fer the 
second position on the ticket, and his views were 
Solicited as to this contingency. 

“I do not think so,” said Mr. Lincoln; “but 
since the publication of the Blade’s vote my 
mail has been loaded with letters and marked 
papers referring to the subject. Even before 
that a paper in the South had been persistently 
advocating me as Presidential candidate. There 
is also a gentleman down in Western Pennsyl- 
vania who has been doing the same thing, and 
now there are others kind enough to publish 
pleasant articles about me. But while I am 
gratified by the kind tone of their references to 
myself, as an independent matter I greatl 
regret the use of my name in connection wit 
any public office whatever. I say to you sin- 
cerely that if there were uny way possible by 
which I could stop that sort of thing entirety 
and forever [ should be happy. I have written 
to several persons, authors of such articles, to 
say 80; but they go right along, regardless of my 
protests. It seems to be ditlicult for the average 
Awerican to understand that it is possible for 
any one not to desire the Presidency, but I most 
certainly do not.” 

A shadow passed over Mr. Lincoln’s usually 
pleasant face as he wenton. “I have seen too 
much of the wear and tear of ofticial life to ever 
have a desire to re-enterit. Though I was buta 
boy when my father became President, [I ean 
well remember the tremendous burden he wag 
called upon to bear. True, the conduct of the 
war made the cares of office then infinitely more 
exacting; but [have seen enough of the inside 
of Washington official life to have lost all desire 
for it. The Presidential office is but a gilded 
prison. The cares and worry outweigh, to my 
mind, the honor which surrounds the postition. 
All official life is infinitely wearisome. I had 
my fill of it while a member of Mr. Arthur's 
Cabinet, and I made up my mind at that time 
that when my official term was completed [I 
should return to Chicago and end my days thers 
in the practice of my profession. 

“T am now 44,” -hs continued reflectively, 
“and come of a long-lived ancestry. [ may 
reasonably, [ think, count on 20 or 25 years’ ex- 
pectation of lite. I wish nothing better than to 
spend those years in my professional work. I 
am not willing, either, to have them embittered 
by an unsuccessful candidacy, or to pass such of 
them as the wear of office would leave, in the 
unpleasant position, to use no stronger word, of 
a retired President. There is a fascination 
about public office, especially one of high digni- 
ty, which i can understand; but the more fasci- 
nating the position the more disagreeable is the 
inevitable defeat which retires one to private 
life. ILhave seen many men to whom it came 
after their aptitude for ordinary affairs of life 
had passed away, as well as their opportunities, 
while their needs remained in full force; and [ 
long ago resolved that I would never, if I coulda 
help it, be in such a position. IL went to Wash- 
ington, in 1881, with reluctance, and was glad 
to come away. 

“Tdo not think there is any likelihood of my 
receiving the nomination. Themen who make 
the tickets would hardly do so without exacting 
certain pledges, and those pledges IL would not 
give. IL think that would soon end all talk of 
myself, I doubt whether there has been for 
years a Presidential candidate for whom per- 
sonal pledges were not made, either by himself 
or by his friends. Perhapsitis not true of Gar- 
field—his nomination was peculiar.” 

The suggestion was here made by the reperter 
that the people would doubtless have something 
to say about the next Presidential nomination, 
and that, for the first time since 1860, the Re- 
publican Party would make a nomination with- 
out having the managers take a prominent part 
therein. 

“However that may be,’ resumed Mr. Lin- 
coln, ‘‘ the fact remains that I do not desire the 
nowination, and if [I could I would stop all 
further mention of my name in that connection, 
and | hope it will cease.” 

“ But suppose the nomination is made, Mr. 
Lincoln ?”’ 

“That is a hard question to answer,” returned 
he. *“Buttell me,” he continued, turning ear- 
neatly to the reporter, “ have Limpressed you as 
really meaning what [have said? Do you be- 
lieve me, when [say I have not the slightest 
desire to be a candidate for the Presidency ?” 

“Most certainly,” was the emphatic reply. 
And in fact, no one listening to Mr. Lincoln’s 
talk eould fail to be convinced that he was stat- 
ing the exact truth, and that he really has no 
personal ambition to be considered in con- 
nection with the nomination. 

‘Well, then,” he continued, “I will say this: 
A duty might be imposed upon a man which he 
coulda not honorably avoid.” 

*“ The voice of the people is the voice of God,” 
commented the reporter. 

“ ButlI really do not want it,” Mr. Lincoln 
wenton, not heeding the interruption. “ My 
fitness is not tobe compared with that of hun- 
dreds of other good Republicans, and I am hap- 
pier in my present situation than I could possi- 
bly bein office. L would much rather continue 
my present life than exchange It for the wear 
and tear of official station, no matter how exalt- 
ed. I cannot believe that any considerable 
number of those who will have to decide the 
matter will be in favor of a man who would, like 
myself, wish their defeat in any etfort to nomi 
nate him.”

STRIKING LASTERS. 





TWO OF THEM BOUND OVER TO THE 
GRAND JURY. 

BROCKTON, Mass., Aug. 30.—W. L. Doug- 
lass, the shoo manufacturer, to-day gained a 
victory over his striking lasters by having two 
of them bound over to the Grand Jury on a 
charge of conspiracy. James O’Brien and Pat- 
rick McLaughlin, two of the striking lasters, 
have daily paraded in front of Mr. Douglass’s 
factory and have endeavored to prevent new 
men from accepting work. The trial to-day at- 


tracted considerable interest. The most impor- 
tant testimony was given by I. J. Bazeley, who 
came to this city from New-York in search of em- 
ployment at Dougiass’s factory in auswer to an 
advertisement for lasters. He testified to hav- 
ing been advised inafriendly way by O’Brien 
that it would be for his (Bazeley’s) interest not 
to work at the shop. O. D. Appleton, a police 
ollicer, asked O’Brien what he was near the fac- 
tory for, and received the reply that it was to 
warn all lasters ip a friendly way to keep away 
— Douglass’s shoe shop and go to the lasters’ 
all. 

City Marshal Bailey testified that the prison- 
ershad told him, after their arrest, that they 
were paid and employed by the Lasters’ Union 
to keep men away from Douglass’s faetory 
and offer them a better chance. The 
counsel for the defense said he could nog 
see where a conspiracy had been committed, as 
no threats were used or intimidation offered by 
the defendants. City Solicitor Reed, counsel for 
the prosecution, argued that no one had a right 
to interfere with the right of aman to use hfs 
capital, his labor, and business as he saw fit, 
provided he did so legally. He defined con- 
spiracy in this case as an attempt to prevent an 
employer from hiring whom he chose, and said 
that ifamahcious attempt was made to hurt 
the business of an individual that was con- 
spiracy, which, he argued, was clearly estab- 
lished in this case. : 

Judge Sumner bound the defendants over to 
the Grand Jury in the sum of $1,000 each. The 
defense put in no testimony, but the officials of 
the Lasters’ Union will make a strong legal 
tight for their case.

BROKERS UNDER A CLOUD 


ACOUSED OF OBTAINING MONEY 
BY FRAUD. 

ONE OF THE PARTNERS OF GROVESTEEN 
& PELL ARRESTED, AND WALL- 
STREET FULL OF GRAVE RUMORS. 

Wall-strect has been much exercised with 
ensational rnmors ever since last week’s fail- 
sre of the Stock Exchange house of Grovesteen 

& Pell. The failure was with liabilities of 

£1,500,000, which Broker . Phil Harding esti- 

pated could easily be met by assets available. 

{t begins tolook as if Assignee Harding was 

mistaken. Suspicions prevail that not only will 

te assets be far beneath the needs of liabilities, 





ut there are circulating reports that give the 

ase a far graver look. 

George H. Pell, of the suspended firm, was ar- 
fested yesterday at his office, 66 Exchange- 
place, upen the complaint of the brokerage firm 
pf Walter C. Stokes & Co., alleging that Grove- 
piecn & Pell obtained from them $20,000 by 
fraud. He gave bail promptly. 

The charges of Stokes & Co. are serious, but 
graver ones are to be heard in Wall-street, and 


the action of Stokes & Co. is comparatively un- 
lmportant beside what is likely to be taken in 
other quarters. 

Waiter ©. Stokes, of Stokes & Co., made affi- 
flavit that at 2:20 P. M., Ang. 23, on the floor of 
the Stock Exchange, he agreed with Grovesteen 
te lend him $20,000 on demand at 514 per cent. 
Interest, the collateral to ba four one-thousand- 
foliar first mortgage bonds of the Rome and 
Decatar Railroad and 20 one-thousand-dollar 
first consolidated mortgage bends of the East 
aud West Railroad of Alabama. At 2:48 P. M. 
on the same day Pell brought the collateral to 
Btokes & Co. Stckes’s Cashier ‘‘ kicked” and 
gaid the collateral was not good. Pell said it 
was, and insisted that the East and West Road 
was paying interest. Pell said he knew allabout 
those bonds and they were good. . 

Stokes swears he said to Pell: “ You know all 
sbout them, and you aay they are all right.” 

He says that Pell replied: 

“You bet your sweet life do. They are per- 
fectiy good bonds.” 

Peii aiso told him on this occasion that those 
East and West Railroad bonds had been sold 
that day for 109. Thereupon the bonds were 
taken and the loan made. 

The next day, Stokes swears, several demands 
were made for the payment of the loan, which 
were refused. The loan was called in the Stock 
Exchange. He saw Partner Grovesteen there 
and asked him why the loan had not been paid. 
Grovesteen expressed surprise and said: 

** Has the loan not been paid?” 

“No.” : 

“Tt is all right, Walter; you needn’t be 
aiarmed. The loan will be paid; you can’t lose 
anything.” 

Stokes says that at the time he went to Grove- 
steen & Pell’s office and demanded the payment 
of the Jean a demand was made for the payment 
ef aioan by Grant & Co. That demand, like the 
demani made by him, was refused. When pay- 
ment was refused the collateral was offered for 
sale at the Stock Exchange and the highest bid 
was 65. Intact there was no market for thei. 
Stokes says further that he has inquired, and his 
co-partner and clerks have made inquiries, and 
they are satisfied that Pell’s representation to 
them on Aug. 28 that the bonds had sold that 
day at 109 is false; that if there was any such 
sate it was bogus and coliusive, false and fraud- 
ulent. 

John Anderson and George Silva became Mr. 
Peil’s sureties for $15,000. Partner Grovesteen 
is outoftown. Mr. Pell speaks of the Stokes 
suit as rather unimportant. If all the charges 
against his firm rested there his friends would 
probably not be worried much. 

But they do not rest there. Much graver 
charges are circulated—charges that have to be 
corroborated only to precipitate a scandal, or 
worse. An expert has been at work on the 
books of Grovesteen & Pell. The result, if his 
report is to be relied on, has a sensation in it, 
The firm was floating two railreads—the Rome 
and Deeatur and the East and West Road of 
Alabama. Upon the Rome and Decatur Road it 
is shown that $345,000 was expended. The tirm 
employed Major Dan Calahan, of Savannah, Ga., 
to build the road. He was to have $10,000 a 
mile tor his construction. The company author- 
ized the issue of $15,000 a mile in mortgage 
dbonas. Just 30 miles have been built. At the 
rate of $15,000 a mile this would warrant the 
issue of $450,000in first mortgages. It ig dis- 
covered that $650,000 have been issued. 

Gen. Daniel 8. Printup, of Rome, Ga., who 
died some time ago, was the Rome and Decatur 
Road’s President and now it leaks out that he, 
acting under more or less direct authorization, 
gave assent to an issue of $200,000 of bonds for 
equipment. That $200,000 of bonds—probably 
representing the over issue that makes up the 
total of $650,000—was putout. The half-fin- 
ished road has equipment worth possibly 
$20,000. Regan 

In the East and West Alabama Road there is 
quite as bad a showing, if the current report is 
tobe accepted. Grovesteen & Pell bought the 
road for Browning & Co., of New-York, paying 
90 for its bonds. It was @ narrow gauge. 
Grovesteen & Peil had plans that called fora 
standard gauge and authorization was secured 
for broadening the..track, increasing the com- 
pany’s mortgage trom $10,000 a mile to $15,000, 
the e¢hange of gauge to cost $5,000 a mile. 
The outstanding $10,000 per mile mortgage was 
canceled and a tien of $15,000 a mile was 
stretched over the entire 126 miles of road. Six 
miles of road were broadened. 

Activity was made in the bonds on the Stock 
Exchange, aud quotations of 107 and 109 were 
made familiar in the official transactions. The 
bonds were all sold toa big European syndicate, 
#0 the current story represented, and the banks 
took them aa a sort of gilt-edged collateral at 
80. One mile of road for whose ten-thousand- 
dollar bonds Grovesteen & Pell had paid 90, 
or $9,000, the firm was able to use for floating, 
with practically no increase of investment, 
fiftesn-thousand-dollar bonds at 80, or $12,000, 


. amere profit of $3,000 per mile on over 120 


miles, or close to $400,000. This cer- 
tainly was ftinanciering with a vengeance— 
if the books of the firm really establish 
such transactions, as alleged. Itisa matter of 
record that the bonds which were stiff at 109 on 
the Stock Exchange went pell mell to 65, and 
didn’t meet a bid when Stokes & Co. tried to 
make their sale under the rule last week, though 
as collateral the mortgages had passed all over 
Wall-street as perfectly acceptable at 80 thith- 
erto. 

It is estimated that Grovesteen & Pell put 
bonds afloat en their Southern roads aggregat- 
ing something like $1,500,000, while less than a 
third of that sum was really expended. The 
bonds alleged to have been overissued are in 
loans all over Wall-street. And stock on South- 
ern roads to which the claim of Grovesteen & 
Pell is contested was used, too, to help the firm 
raise money. 

Where all the missing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars have gone is # deep mystery. Friends 
of the firm believe that some showing can be 
made which will straighten everything out. But 
it is reported in inner circles that the accounts 
of the firm ate in a decidedly “ crude condition” 
and some important vouchers are missing. 
Some charges are made on the firm’s books, too, 
it is aileged, against the Rome and Decatur 
Road, which memoranda explains are ‘to be 
charged to the East and West Road.” 

Assignee Harding is not yet ready te produce 
a sehedule of the firm’s liabilities and assets, 
but he has intimated that it would be ready to- 
day und that it would make a good showing in 
a dollarsand cents way. His statements indicate 
that nothing has been dene that cannot be satis- 
tactorily explained. In the meantime, however, 
Wall-street is doing some very interesting talk- 
ing and taking strange liberties with .the name 
of the troubled firm.

As the much talked abeut report is still close- 
ly guarded, even after Tite Tres has told what 
isin it, Wall-street doubtless would be enter- 


tained by a glimpse or two at the official text. 
Of course trading “for the account” necessitates 
what practically amounts to a Clearing House. 
This Clearing House is to be known as “the 
Auditing Committee.” Itis to be composed of 
five Stock Exchange brokers, who will get $5 
apiece for meeting weekly. 


As already stated, the 5th and 20th of each 
month will be “settling day,” and “the ac- 
count shall expire at the close ef business on 


the day previous to cash settling day, and the 
new account shall commence at the opening of 
business on cash settling day.” A salaried 
Auditor and a corps of clerks are to keep ac- 
counts, and the Auditing Committee shall “ desig- 
nate @ bank to receive and pay out balances.” 
The Auditing Department ‘shall receive 5 
cents each way on each 100 shares as shown 
by the statements and an additional charge of 25 
cents for each 100 shares borrowed or loaned.” 


And this turns old rules upside down: 


“Agents may be employed to solicit business, pro- 
vided such agent covenants that ‘he shall not be in- 
terested in the business obtained.’ ” 

Stock Exchange “drummers” may soon be 
elbowing the commercial travelers who carry to 
the rural districts calico, sait mackerel, and 
ping.

THE SCHULTZ OUTRAGE. 
HEMPSTEAD, Texas, Aug. 30.—The county 
officers have returned from Reid’s Prairie, the 
scene of the late terrible outrage on John 


Schultz and wife, Germans, over 60 years old, 
and report the perpetration of a crime that 
would shame a savage. Soon after dark on Fri- 
day nigbt last four men, masked and otherwise 
disguised, entered the house and demanded all 
the money about the premises. When fefused, 
the robbers commenced pounding both the ola 
man and his wife with pistols. Lhey then bound 
their wrists, and, pouring kerosene oil on the 
persons of both, told them they would burn 
them alive if the money was not produced. 
When refused again one of the villains set fire to 
the kerosene, and they were horribly burnea. 
The muscles of the calves of the old man’s legs 
are nearly burned asunder, and little hopes of 
his recovery are entertained. Mrs. Schultz, 
although terribly beaten on the head and badly 
barned, will probably recover. Mr. Sehultz was 
left for dead, and the robbers then searched the 
premises and found a one-dollar bill and $30 in 
silver. Two men are now under arrest charged 
with the crime, andthe others implicated the 
officers expect soon to have in custody.

RANDALUS TARIFF PLANK 


A SIMPLE INDORSEMENT OF 
THE CHICAGO PLATFORM. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS LIKELY 

TO BE FORCED INTO AN APPROVAL 
OF RANDALL'S COURSE. 
ALLENTOWN, Penn., Aug. 30.—Beforo 
another day has passed, the Pennsylvania™ 
Democrats will probably agree upon a platform, 


the leading plank of which will reaffirm the 
Chicago tariff 








utterance of 1884, sup- 
plemented by the utterance of the Presi- 
dent in which he recommended a. re- 


duction of the tariff on raw materials. It 
will be a compromise conclusion, the result of a 
contest between the Randall high tariff men and 
the Scott-Singerly lower tarift section of the 
Democratic Party in the State. It will be an 
indursement of the President, but it will not be 
the censure of Randall that Randall has merit- 
ed. If will be practically an indorsement of Ran- 
dall for his hostile course in Congress and for 
his persistent resistance to all the efforts of 
the men who have been steadily friendiy and 
helpful to the Administration. The hullaballoo 
of the Randall men about the imperative neces- 
sity of stamping out “free trade utterances” 
has had but one object. Itis kept up with a view 
to giving Mr. Raudall the indorsement that a 
vietory will mean, and with that indorsement he 
will go to Congress in December to ask for 
an election to the Speakership, to justify 
him in following hereafter precisely the course 
he has followed since 1884—a course which he 
bas excused by reference to the Chicago plat- 


form, the tariff utterances of which he demands 
ehallbe alone reaftirmed by this convention. 
With such an indorsement he will again set at 
defiance any proposition to reduce taxes 
that is not his own. The Fiftieth 
Congress will be permitted by him _ to 
take the taxes from tobacco and whisky, but it 
shall not touch the question of customs taxes. 
That will please Mr. Randall; it will piease the 
Pennsylvania monopolists, whose interests he 
protects; but it will embarrass the President 
znd the Administration, that will be held, re- 
sponsible for the failure to provide relief from 
the burden of taxes by which more than $100,- 
000,000 is now unnecessarily taken annually 
from the people. 

The moon and the red fire are combining to- 
night to make the streets of Allentown more 
brilliantly lighted than they ever were before 
on any holiday occasion. The streets are alive 
with moving crowds of people, and the chatter 
of Pennsylvania Dutch almost drowns the 
strains from the band that plays on the balcony 
of the Hotel Allen and the animated discussions 
of the politicians that crowd its halls. What- 
ever the day and the event may bring forth for 
the Pennsylvania Democracy, it has already 
proved a great day for Allentown, Its aitract- 
iveness as a convention town has been proved. 
It has redeemed itself, and Harrisburg will 
never forgive or forget the offense. 

The serious workfor which the Pennsylvania 
Democrats have sent 868 delegates here has, at 
a late hour to-night. just begun to be discussed 
among the delegates. Until late in the after- 
noon there was no opportunity for diseussion. 
Mr. Dallas Sanders and the locai politicians of 
Lehigh County, who are for ‘‘ Randail and the 
Chicago piatform,” bad it all their own way. 
They were easily contident that Mr. Randall 
“had” the convention, and that the Singerly and 
Scott men would not make much more than 
a formal opposition to them. Mr. Randall's 
views were accordingly pretty well under- 
stood before Mr. Randall himself arrived 
torepeat them. He came at noon. His face 
wore a broad and serene smile of confidence as 
he took his seat in the rooms of the State Com- 
mittee and allowed himself to be drawn out on 
the situation. “Iden’t know anything person- 
ally about the standing of the delegates,” said 
he, “‘but I should suppose from what I hear that 
they are nearly all in favor of repeating the dec- 
laration of the Chicago platform on the tariff 
question.” Then he went over a list of ten or 
a dozen disputed counties, easily claiming their 
votes as opposed to anything stronger than 
that platform on the tariff He claimed 
48 of the 65 Philadelphia delegates as op- 
posing what he called the ‘free trade” 
propositions of Mr. Singerly and Mr. Scott. 
“Of course, [am in favor of indorsing the Ad- 
ministration,” said Mr. Randall. “There is no 
dispute here about the question of indorsing the 
Administration.” When Mr. Randall was asked 
whether his approval included approval of the 
course and utterances of the Secretary of the 
Treasury asa part of the Administration’s pol- 
icy, he smiled in a deprecatory way and replied: 
*‘Oh, we indorse asa whole, not by analysis.” 
Then he went on to insist that nothing more 
than the Chicago platform declarations could be 
made by Pennsylvania. He had nothing to say 
about his relations as a legislator to the Admin- 
istration. His buoyant confidence would not 
allow him to give any more time to such a sub- 
ject. For Mr. Singerly and Mr. Scott, his mis- 
guided opponents, he had only regrets that they 
should be ‘‘so mistaken.” 

This sortof Randall talk went onsomewhat mo- 
notonously until late intheafternoon. By and by 
a sprinkling of new men appeared to change the 
current slightly. Collector of Customs Barr, of 
Pittsburg, arrived, notas a delegate, but as a 
‘“Jooker on.” He was for the Chicago platform 
teriff plank, but not much for Randall. Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Bigler, also of Pitts- 
burg, also a “looker on,” and also not a dele- 
gate,was decidedly in favor of the Scott-Singerly 
tariff reduction plank in the proposed platform 
and against modifying the approval of the Ad- 
ministration to suit Mr. Randall. And while 
theso men and others who had newly 
arrived began to throw obstacles across the 
hitherto open path of the Randall men, delegates 
began to appear with their breasts decorated 
with red badges inscribed: ‘ Cleveland—Tariff 
Reform.” They came from the Singerly head- 
quarters and everybody knew it. Even Repre- 
sentative Sowden, who lives here and who 
helped to get the Chicago tariff plank accepted 
as the utterance of the Lehigh County Conven- 
tion, appeared with one of the badges on his 
coat. This display by a man who was under- 
stood to favor all the Randall programme 
caused surprise to the Scott men and apprehen- 
sionamong the Randall high tariff men. Mr. 
Sowden desires to be friends with the President 
and with Mr. Randall, too, and everybody ap- 
preciates the difliculty under which he labors. 

The appearance of the ‘Cleveland Tariff Re- 
form” badges, preceded by only an hour or two 
the arrival of Mr. Singerly and Representative 
William L. Seott) and the beginning of the dis- 
cussion that has waxed hotter as the night has 
grown older. The trains that arrived about 5 
o'clock broughtin a greatmany delegates who 
did not talk as the Lehigh and Philadelphia fol- 
lowers of Kandall had been talking. Opinion was 
no longer ‘‘all one way,” as Mr. Randall had 
found it at noon. Some of the tariff reform 
men, however, properly aceused themselves of 
tardiness in having permitted the zeal of the 
Randali men to appear to be greater than their 
own. It looked as if the Randall men had gene 
into the contest with better organization. It did 
not necessarily indicate that they would win,but 
it was a suflicient manifestation of earnestness to 
give the timid men among the tariff reformers a 
dumbshiver. They all know Randall's abundant 
resources as a politician, and they are siightly 
afraid of him. If they knew which corner he 


would turn next they would be there to meet } 


him, but they don’t know the corners so well as 
he does, and are likely to get lost in a turning 
race. 

The Scott-Singerly headquarters in the Hotel 
Allen became the centre of attraction an hour 
after the arrival of the recognized tariff reform 
leaders. The situation was looked over at once, 
and the announcement was ventured by Mr. Sin- 
gerly that “it was a close fight.” Not a 
very encouraging atatement it seemed 
to some of Mr. Randall’s: opponents, 
and a rather’ surprising one it was 
to the Randall men who had been claiming al- 
most everything, but had looked for a fight. But 
as Mr. Randall in 1883 had confidently predict- 
ed his election as Speaker only 24 hours before 
he met his signal defeat by Mr. Carlisle, no one 
had been astonished at his claims. It was 
known that he would go on ‘‘claiming” until he 
bad-won or been again defeated. 

While the red and green fire was burning in 
the streets and the brass band was entertaining 
the great crowds in the streets with a concert of 
popular music, a conference between the Ran- 
dall and Singerly men was going on.* While it 
was in pregress ex-Congressman Stenger, ex-At- 
torney-General Cassidy, Postmaster B. F. Myers, 
of Harrisburg; Internal Revenue Collector 
Bigler of Pittsburg; smiling Sam Josephs, 
for whom Mr. Randall did not obtain 
a@ Marshalship, and Mr. W. . Ker, 
waited about the Singerly headquarters. The 
news they presently received was not graftify- 
ing. The Randall mén appeared to have from 
33 to 35 of the 60 members of the Committee on 
Resolutions. That would plainly give them the 
power to put such a tariff plank in the platform 
as they were pleased to report. In the Randall 
headquarters Chairman Sanders affably repeat- 
ed Mr. Randall’s assertion that there was to be 
“no fight,” and that everything would be har- 
monious in the convention. 

The delegaterin the halls of the hotels, igno- 
rant of the fact thata compromise was being 
arranged, were discussing the meaning of the 
Chicago platform tariff plank and exchanging 
opinions as to the advisability of*adding to or 
interpreting the language. An ominous reserve 
fell upon the Scott-Singerly headquarters toward 
11 o’clock. It was apparent that Mr. Randall 
would have things pretty nearly his own way. 
The conference h bridged over the tight 
by agreeing to take Mr. Randall’s 
proposition to reatfirm the Chicago platform 
tariff plank, supplemented by the recommenda- 
tion of Mr, Cleveland that * the increasing and 
unnecessary surplus be released to the peopie 
by amendments to our revenue laws, which 
shall cheapen the price of the necessaries of life 
and give freer entrance to such imported ma- 
terials as by American labor may be manfact- 
ured into marketable commodities.” If this 
agreement can be carried out, about which thera 
is some uncertainty, the convention’s work will 
be done. " 

There is little or no interest in the candi- 
dates for Supreme Court Judge and State 
Treasurer.

THE COUNCIL OVERAWED. 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR MAKE AN EFFECT- 


UAL PROTEST. 

Nrw-OrR.LEANS, Aug. 30.—To-night a mass 
meeting of Knights of Labor was held in Lafay- 
ette-square, opposite the City Hail, where the 
Common Council was in session,to protest against 
the granting by the Council of the application of 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company for 1,600 
feet of wharfago on the river front. There was 
a very large attendance, and the pro- 
ceedings were brief, but to the point. 
Mr. Charles H. Allen, Chairman of the 
Executive Board, called the assemblage to 
order. He saidin substance that the laboring 
men are greatly opposed to the giving away of 
very valuable property to a railroad company 
withoutdue consideration therefor. They pro- 


test against the granting of exclusive privileges 
to any corporation, for such action is unjuet to 
the laboring people and injurious to their inter- 
ests. The City Council, the speaker urged, was 
expected to obey the voice of the people, and if 
they did not the consequences to them would be 
fearful and summary. He expressed his pleas- 
ure at aeeing such an immense attendance in 
obedience to the orders of the board to protest 
against the passage of the Llinois Central Rail- 
road ordinance. 

Speeches in a similar strain were made by 
Messrs. Carver, O'Donnell, Connors, and Hoen- 
ing. Mr. Connors moved the appointment of 
a committee of 50 to visit the City Hall 
and to announce the sentiments of the Knights 
of Labor as spoken by the mass meet- 
ting. The motion prevailed, and the committee 
was appointed, with Mr. Connors as Chairman. 
The committees and hundreds of other laboring 
men entered the hall in a body and soon filled 
the corridors and the lobby of the councii cham- 
ber. Several of the members stated that the feel- 
ing wasrunning high among their people and that 
it would go hard with the Councilmen if they 
passed the ordinance. The Council, appreciating 
the situation, and anxious to delay the report 
ofthe committee on hemp products, concluded 
to indefinitely postpone the ordinance. 

The Knights of Labor claim to have evidence 
that a large sum of money was invested to pro- 
cure favorable action by the Council on the 
ordinance.

NORTHERN TEXAS FLOODED. 








DAMAGING RAINS WHERE DROUGHT 
FORMERLY PREVAILED. 

Fort WortH, Texas, Aug. 30.—North 
Texas is being visited by unprecedented rains 
for the month of August. Itisarare thing for 
more than enough rain to fall in August 
to lay the dust. Up to yesterday 
three heavy rains had fallen during 
the month, but they were not general. Yester- 
day afternoon it began to rain, and for 24 hours 
has kept it up almost continuously. Riversand 
streams have risen from 5 to20feetin the past 


24 hours. The Trinity, Brazos, and Red Riv- 
ers are out of their banks for the 
first time in two years. The rain of 


yesterday and to-day has been general, and has 
averaged three inches throughout this section. 
One week ago at Waco prayer meetings were 
held to pray for a cessation of the long drought. 
To-night people on the lowlands are moving out of 
their homes to keep trom being drowned. Serious 
washouts are reported south of here on both the 
Missouri Pacific and the Santa Fé. This morn- 
ingis north-boand Missouri Pacific train was 
abandoned entirely, and all trains are from 9 
to 12 hours late. The Santa Fé bridge across 
the Wichita in the Indian Territory 
is in danger from a large amount 
of driftwood in the river. Thirty men have been 
sent to try and save the bridge. The flood at 
Cleburne is most severe. A little creek called 
Buffalo Bayou was turned into a roaring torrent 
in 12 hours, carrying away houses, farms,bridges, 
and everything in its course. One family named 
Schmit, consisting of father, mother, and seven 
children, were carried away and drowned be- 
fore they could get out of their house. Great 
damage has beendone in every direction. As 
far as heard from, 11 people have been drowned, 





EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 





A LARGE INCREASE OVER THE BUSINESS 
OF THE PREVIOUS WEEK. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 36.—There was a further 
improvement in east-bound freight shipments 
last week. The total shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago through 
to seaboard points by the various lines 
during the week amounted to 23,542 tons, 
against 19,644 tons for the week previous. 


While the total shipments are by no 
means as heavy as they ought 
to be, yet an increase of 7,126 


tons in two weeks is considerable when business 
is as dull asitis at present. If the increase was 
due to natural causes the exhibit would be quite 
satisfactory, but the fact is that it is not duetoa 
healthier condition of affairs, but was caused 
by the indiscriminate cutting of export rates. 
It is calculated that about two-thirds of the 
shipments during the last week were through 
export freight.

SWEPT BY A HURRICANE. 





FOUR BRITISH STEAMERS HAVE A ROUGH 
EXPERIENCE, 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 30.—A fleet of four 
British steamships arrived in port to-day from 
various ports in Spain. All of them encountered 
the terrible hurricane which resulted so 
disastrously to the steamer’ Propitious, 
The steamers were the Orpington, Capt. 
Mountain; the Triumph, Capt. Forster: the 
Ashfield, Capt. Sutherland, and the Kathleen, 
Capt. Mackay. The Orpington had the roughest 
experience and suffered the greatest damage. 


SB8he cieared Aug. 7, and had ordinary 
weather, somewhat rough, until just after 
midnight on Thursday, Aug. 25. Then began 
the hurrieane., It lasted 24 hours, and swept 
away both boats, the boat davits, the chart 
house, the steering gear, the compass, and the 
sails. The scenes were indescrivable and the 
atmosphere was so thick that the sky could 
not be seen. On Saturday, Aug. 27, in latitude 
86° 22’ north, longitude 71° 20’ west, a large 
sailing vessel painted black and en fire aft 
Was passed. er mainmast and foretopmast 
were gone, and the mizzenmast was on fire. 
The Orpington went close to her, but could see 
no one on board. Capt. Meuntain states that 
the vessel could not have lasted much longer, as 
the fire had a firm hold on her. Boatswain But- 
ler was injured by being knocked down by a 
heavy sea. The other three boats had exciting 
experiences. The Triumph lost two boats.

Health Department report that typhoid fever has 
been far more prevalent this Summer than it has 


been for many years past. Even the up-town resi- 
dents have not escaped.

port thé cases as required by law, and the authori- 
ties have no means of getting at the real number of 
casesin the city. At the general hospital aione 
there are 72 cases, and the sanitary police have dis- 
covered on an average about 12 cases a day for some 
time past. The death rate for the Summer months 
has been over 48 per 1,000.

EXECUTION OF PRANZINL. 


THE MURDERER OF MME, REGNAULT 
EXPIATES HIS CRIME. 
Parts, Aug. 31.—Henri Pranzini, the 
Rue Montaigne assassin, was executed at an 
early hour this morning. 





The triple murder in the Rue Montaigne, for 
the commission of which Henri Pranzini has 
just surrendered his head to the guillotine, was 
one of the most sensational tragedies which 
even Paris bas furnished to the criminal records 
of the world. Marie Regnault was a leading 
member of the demi-monde of Paris. She lived 
on the third floor of the house 17 Rue Montaigne 
with her femme-de-chambre, Annette Gremeref, 
and Annette’s daughter Marie, a little girl of 12 
years. Onthe morning of Thursday, March 17 
last, the body of Marie Regnault, who was 
also known as Mme. de Montille, was 
found on the fioor of her chamber dead, 
her throat cut and -her body terribly 
mutilated. Lying near the door leading from 
the chamber to the drawing room was the dead 
body of Annette, whose throat had also been cut, 
and in her bed in another apartment was little 
Mario Gremeret, her head almost severed from 


her body by the murderer's knife. It was ovi- 
dent that Annette had gone to the rescue of her 
mistress, and had been struck down by the as- 
sassin, and that the little girl had been mur- 
dered to put out of tho way the only other wit- 
ness of the terrible crime. 

A number of jewels which it was known were 
in the possession of Marie Regnault the day be- 
fore, including a gold watch, sunnee like a heart 
and richly ornamented with diamonds, was 
stolen by the assassin, and bloody marks on the 
safe of the murdered woman,in which were 
money and valuables amounting to nearly 
$40,000, showed that he had attempted, but un- 
successfully, to force this, On the floor were 
found a pair of cuffs and a leather suspender, 
on which was the name Gustav Geissler, and in 
a drawer of the bureau was a letter signed 
Geissler. These were seized upon by the Paris 
detectives as clues to the assassin, and a hunt 
was begun for Gustav Geissler. 

Inthe meantime, on the Saturday following 
the triple crime a man registered as Henri Pran- 
zini at the Hotel de Noailles, Marseilles. He in- 
quired anxiously fora packet which he was ex- 
pecting from Paris, and, tinding it had not ar- 
rived, left the hotel and spent the night wander- 
ing about the cafés and houses of ill repute. In 
one of these latter he offered for 20f. Marie Reg- 
nault’s ay sire, ma watch, and the girl to whom 
the offor was made recognized it at once. She 
notified the police as soon as Pranzini left 
her on Sunday, and they traced him to 
the Palace of Longchamps, where he had gone 
after receiving the expected — at the hotel. 
The lakes and other receptacles of Longchamps 
were drawn, and the result was that a number 
of the missing pieces of jewelry stolen from Rue 
Montaigne were fished up. Pranzini, becoming 
frichtened, had taken the packet to Longchamps 
and emptied its contents in a cesspool. The man 
was finally arrested at the theatre on Sunday 
night, where he was listening, apparently with 
the utmost calmness, to “The Barber of Seville.” 

Nobody had seen Pranzini murder the three 
inmates of Marie Regnault’s apartments, and he 
stoutly denied the crime, but the detectives of 
Paris, after the Marseilles police had captured 
their man, wove about him such a web of cir- 
cumstantial and direct evidence that bis guilt 
was made as plain as though he had confessed 
it. His entire history was hunted un, from his 
birth to the assassinations which made his in- 
famous reputation world-wide. That history 
showed that he was a thief who lived upon 
his thefts and the earnings of unfort- 
unate women who became infatuated with 
him. The last of these women was a 
Mme. Sabbatier, with whom he lived at 
40 Rue des Martyrs. This woman at first tried 
to save him by declaring that on the night of the 
triple crime Pranzininever left her house; but 
as she saw the strong evidence which had been 
secured against her lover she retracted this 
statement, admitted that he was not at home 
that night, and told the story of his proceediugs 
on the following day, which were enough of 
themselves to convict him. Mme. Sabbatier 
implored Pranzini to make a clean confession 
and throw himself on the mercy of the court; 
but he was deaf to her appeals, and declared his 
innocence to the last moment, notwithstanding 
the terrible array of unanswerable evidence 
against him. 

Pranzini’s trial began on July 11 before the 
Assizes of Paris and lasted four days. A great 
number of witnesses were examined, and from 
them a complete story of the crime, the flight of 
the murderer, and his capture, was extracted. 
It was shown by experts that the letter found in 
the dead woman’s room, signed ‘‘ Geissler,” was 
in the handwriting of Pranzini, though disguised. 
This letter was addressed ‘‘ Mme. Montille,” and 
it was proved that Pranzini always called Marie 

Regnault “Montille,” while she was known to 
all her other friends as ‘“* Mme. de Montille.” No 
person exeept Prauzini was known who ever omit- 
ted the particle “de” in giving Regnauit this 
name. Geissler himself was produced and testl- 
tied that Pranzini, while engaged as his assistant 
clerk in a Naples hotel, had robbed the safe. 

The dealer of whom the assassin purchased the 
murderous butcher’s knife with which three 
lives were taken identitied him fully. Another 
witness swore that Pranzini on the day before 
the crime asked him for a loan of 50f., and as- 
sured him that ke would have several thousand 
francs on the following day. It was shown that 
on the day after the assassinations Pranzini had 
sent this cable toa young lady in this city, to 
whom he claimed he was engaged to be married: 
“Completely cured; I leave for Nice with 
mother.” This cable was signed ‘* Dr. Foster,” 
the name by which Pranzini was known to the 
American girl. The theory of the prosecution 
was that Pranzini intended to get Regnauilt’s 
$40,000, and go to America to marry the young 
woman whose contidence he had secured, but 
his inability to open the safe prevented bis car- 
rying this scheme into execution. 

The most important witness was Mme. Sabba- 
tier, who swore that Pranzini was eut all night 
on the night of the crime, and returned to her 
late the next day. Suddenly he began to cry, 
and told her he had witnessed a terrible scene. 
He said that he was with Marie Regnault when 
a kuock was heard at the dour. She told him it 
was her lever, who was very jealous, and pushed 
him into the wardrobe. The man then entered 
and murdered the two women and girl before 


his very eyes, and he dared not. step 
forth to protect them. The Sabbatier be- 
lieved this story, and pawned her jew- 


els to get the money for Pranzini to 
goto Marseilles. He explained his flight by 
saying that Regnault had his photograph, and 
the police might suspect him of the crime. Pran- 
zini, when confronted with Mme. Sabbatier, de- 
clared that she lied, but that the woman told 
the truth was evident from her manner and 
from corroborative evidence. The witnesses 
from Marseilles completed the story, and Mme. 
Regnauit’s watch and other jewels in the pos- 
session of Pranzini were in themselves mute 
but eloquent witnesses to his crime. 

The mysterious packet about which Pranzini 
was so anxious in Marseilles, and which he re- 
ceived on Sunday, was traced from its leaving 
Paris untilit found its way into the cesspool at 
Longchamps. It was proved by a shopkeeper of 
the Rus de la Paix that on thé Saturday after 
the assassination Pranzini bought a new hat, 
giving the name of ‘ Dr. Foster.” Then he went 
to the Théatre Frangais Postal Station. 

‘“‘What did you go there for?” asked the Presi- 
dent of the court. 

* To inquire for a letter,” said the prisoner. 

The postal officer testified that Pranzini asked 
for no letters, but he deposited a paekage, which 
was addressed: ‘From Dr. Fester to Dr. Pranzini, 
Hotel de Noailles, Marseilles.” Added to this ad- 
dress was the word in brackets, “ Instruments.” 
This packet was identified as the one which 
Pranzini himself reeeived at the hotel in Maf- 
seilles on the following day. The coachman who 
took him to Lougchamps swore that when he 
left the carriage he had the package in his hands 
and when he returned the package was gone. 
The coachman asked him if he had not left it in 
some Ogres and forgotten it, and Pranzini an- 
swered that it was a package of biscuits, some of 
which he had eaten and the rest he had thrown 
away. The men who fished out this package, 
which contained the jewels of Marie Regnault, 
completed this part of the story. 

After Pranzini’s arrest in Marseilles he was 
placed ina cellin a police prison, and the tirst 
thing be dia was to tear into strips the covering 
of the bed and attempt to hang himself to the 
cell door. He was discovered in time to save 
his head for the guillotine, and the fact of this 
attempt was brought forward in the court as 
presumptive evidence of his guilt of the crimes 
charged against him. Pranzini declared that he 
had a rush of blood to the head,but had no recol- 
lection of having attempted to commit suicide. 
His memory was unpleasantly refreshed by the 
guard who cut him down, and the doctor of the 
prison who examined him and who swore that 
the marks of his improvised rope were visible 
on his neck for several hours atter his attempt 
on his own life. 

A singular feature of the assassinations in the 
Rue Montaigne was the appearance with Pran- 
zini on the day after the crimes of a dark-com- 
plexioned man who has been described by sey- 
eral witnesses, but who has never yet been iden- 
tified. This man, according to the coachman 
who drove Pranzinito the station when he left 
for Marseilles, rode with him and saw hina off on 
his journey, but that is the last that has been 
heard of him. Lf, as is the theory, he was an ac- 
complice of the assassin, Pranzini refused to the 
last to betray him and contradicted flatly every 
witness who testified to seeing them together. 
This unknown man went with Pranzint to the 
telegraph office from which the cable to the 
American lady was sent, to the Post Office, and 
to the railroad station, and there he was loat, 
forming the ugly mystery yet unsolved involved 
in the great erime of the 17th of March. 

Pranzini himself, while stolidly denying that 
he killed the wemen and girl, refused to tell 
wheres he was on the night of the triple crimo. 
To all questions on this point he answered, “ [ 
am not at liberty tosay. I decline to compro- 
mise alady.” This effort to play the part of a 
gentleman of nice honor was made the subject 
of many scathing sarcasms by the President of 
the court, and it did not deceive the jury, who, 
after an absence of two hours, returned with a 
verdict of guilty, on all the eounts, of murder 
and robbery. Then for the first time the as- 

sumed fortitude of the assassin gave way. He 
turned ory and tore the bandkerchief which he 
held in his hands to shreds, 
“What have you to say?" asked the Presi- 


dent, turning his face toward the convicted 
man. h 

“Thave nothing to say,” he hissed between 
his teeth, “* but that I am innocent.” 

The sentence of death on the block was at 
once pronounced, Pranzinistaggered and would 
have -fallen but for the officer who quickiy 
grasped him. Ashe was led from the court he 
muttered again and again, * [am innocent, in- 
nocent,” and with this- lie on his lips he was 
taken to the cell which he never left again until 
brought forth to confront the guillotine. 


THROUGH EXPORT RATES. 


ERG, BALE 
DEMORALIZATION MAKING A MEETING 
OF GENERAL MANAGERS NECESSARY. 
Cuicaaco, Aug. 30.—The demoralization 
in through export rates has become so serious 
that Chairman Blanchard, of the Central 
Traffic Association, bas found it necessary. 
to call a meeting here of the General 
Managers of the roads in the association for 
Sept. 7. Never before have export rates been 
more badly demoralized than at  pres- 
ent. It is claimed that in some instances 
through export freight has lately been 


éontracted for at rates that leave the railroads 
between Chicago and seaboard points only from 
12 to 15 cents per 100 pounds. This 1s from 10 
to 13 cents less than the regular inland tariff 
rates from Chicago to seaboard points. 

It is possible that if the demoralization in 
export rates is not speedily checked the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission will be pre- 
vailed upon to take the subject in 
hand and’ compel the roads to _ take 
the subject in hand, and compel the roads to 
adopt the low rates now being made on export 
traffic on their inland traftic also. This is what 
the railroads are most anxious to prevent, becanse 
it would compel them to base all the rates from 
the localstations on their roads upon the through 
rates. The great obstacle in the way of a restora- 
tion of through export rates is that differential 
rates are allowed on business to Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Montreal, and it is not believed 
that it will be possible to maintain uniform ex- 
port rates as long as these differentials are al- 
lowed to exist. 

Besides the question of through export rates, 
the meeting next week wiil consider and act 
upon the following subjects: All rates 
as affected by lake competition; basis of 
divisions with western connecting lines; rules 
for the issue of commodity tariifs when the vote 
is not unanimous; statistical information to be 
furnished by the association and unsettled pool- 
accounts. The passenger department of the 
association will also meet at the same time to 
consider the following subjects: Mileage tickets, 
their rates and limitation. and reductions in 
tares for special occasions and parties. 











DELAHANTY’S CONTEST. 





TWO SLIGHT VICTORIES IN Hs 
WITH MAYOR GLEASON, 

The war in Long Island City between 
Mayor Gleason and the police authorities on the 
one hand and Police Justice Delahanty and 
his cohorts on the other ‘degenerated 
into a sort of guerrilla affair yesterday. 
Policeman Hartz, who defied Justice Delabanty 


Saturday, and refused to produce the alleged 
gambler, Lueas, to bes bailed, was brought be- 
fore the Justice. Walter C. Foster, son of the 
Corporation Counsel, who appeared for Hartz, 
was not allowed by Delabanty to say a word for 
his client; when he tried to speak, the Jus- 
tice wonld not listen. Delahanty adjudged 
Hartz guilty of contempt, and fined him 
$25 and tive days in the county jail. 
The Justice was elated at his victory, and then 
tried to win another by ordering Policeman 
and Court Officer Fautry to tell his superiors that 
the Justice did not want any police officers in 
his court thereafter. Fautry fought baek, how- 
ever, and said that he would stay there until 
the Police Commissioners told him to leave. 
Inthe meantime Lawyer Walker appeared be- 
fore tJudge Bartlett, in Brooklyn, and suc- 
ceeded in getting Lucas admitted to bail. Itwas 
a drawn battle, however, for Judge Bartlett de- 
cided that Lucas could only be admitted to bail 
by the County Judge or a Justice of the Supreme 
Court. This decision would seem to foreshadow 
another that Hartz could not be guilty of con- 
tempt of Justice Delahanty’s anthority in re- 
fusing to produce Lucas before him to be bailed.

by 107,000,000 bushels. The South will this year, 
it is said, be near amepegre yf mseemy in the tter of 
corn, and many millions of dollars that have hereto. 


fore gone West for corn will this season be saved to 
Southern farmers. While recent unfavorable 
weather has damaged to some extent the cotton 
prospects, which a month ago promised such an en- 
ormous yield, the crop will still bea large one. Ad. 
vanced prices for tobacco will, it is claimed, coun- 
terbalance to the farmers the decrease in yield, due 
mainly to decreased acreage. Other crops have, 
with few exceptions, been very good, and it is said 
thatthe farmers will enjoy greater prosperity than 
for many seasons.

Chicago, it must 
be remembered, has been suffering from a kind 
of dumb panic for the past two years, caused by 
the Socialist riots and tne labor troubles, and we 
struck the city right in the midstof the great 
wheat crash. The weather, too, was phenome- 
nally hot, as it was here. Notwithstanding this, 
my share of the money taken at the box 
office during the first week was about $1,000 
snore than that which I received for my 
first week in 1885. and the second week 
my share was about $1,200 more than for the 
corresponding week of 1885. The third week 
was characterized by the wheat panic—I have 
marked here opposite the figures you see, ‘ Ex- 
treme hent and wheat panic’—and the business 
fell offscmewhat. In the fourth week the busi- 
ness recovered, und I took some $1,200 more 
than On any week of the previous engagement, 
and the last two weeks were as profitable as any 
of the previous season. I had every reason to 
be gratified with my Chicago business, and, con- 
sidering the unusually depressing circumstances, 
i regard it as remarkably good.” 

“Jn San Francisco,” continued Mr. Daly, ‘my 
receipts were fully $10,000 more than during 
my engagement there two years ago, making an 
average of about $2,000 a week in excess of my 
former receipts. When you consider that we 
take the ‘otf season’ in tnese transcontinental 
trips you will see that such figures as these speak 
volumes. Itis the samein San Francisco as it 
is here inthe Summer. The best people upon 
whom acompany like mine relies for support, 
go out of town, but they made up excursions 
from their country places to come and ses 
us, and they gave us a warm reception from 
our opening night to the close of the sea- 
son. San Francisco for us proved quite a 
subscription place. The same people would be 
found oceupying the same seats on Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday. 
Wednesday seems to be an off night with them 
on the Pacific coast,and the business on that 
night always drops off. I knowof no particular 
reason for this, butit isafact. [ am told that 
Booth and Mme. Bernhardt both had the same 
experience. If I wasaSan Francisco manager 
I should select Wednesday night for presenting 
my new pieces; but that don’t seem to occur to 
them out there, as they all have their openings 
on Monday.” 

“Which of your pieces was received the 
best ?” asked the reporter. 

«The Taming of the Shrew’ was received 
‘well everywhere, but most enthusiastically in 
Boston, Philadelphia, and San Francisco. In 
Chicago it was not so cordially appreciated, 
though I have no reason to complain of its 
reception there. ‘Nancy and Company’ and 
*Love in Harness’ seemed to please the Chi- 
cage people best. I find in my travels that 
there is quite a difference not only in the tastes 
of audiences but in their way of manifesting 
them. In San Francisco the audiences resemble 
those in this city very much. There is a chilli- 
ness in the beginning when a new play is pre- 
sented, but if it pleases the audience they give 
full vent to their feelings and become heartiliy 
demonstrative. In Boston and Philadelphia the 
audiences are more like the English. ‘They are 
‘Warmer and more demonstrative, and show 
their enjoyment more. If the play is partica- 
jJarly light Chicago receives it very heartily, 
but the people there are not so demonstrative as 
in the other cities, though they thoroughly ap- 
preciate a good thing when they see it. 

**My trips,” said Mr. Daly, “‘ are proving tome 
each year that my chief object, which has been to 
get together an organization which will meet with 
as hearty a reception and be treated as enthu- 
siastically as an individual star, has been suc- 
eessfui. My people are received everywhere as 
2 whole, and the general applause is for the or- 
ganization. Of course the audiences, or ipdiyid- 
uais in them, have their favorites. Miss Rehan 
comes first, and Mrs. Gilbert is pretty sure of 
almost as cordial a welcome wherever she ap- 

pears. Then come Mr. Lewis, Mr. Drew, and 

r. Fisher, and Miss Dreher and Mr. Skinner are 
fairly neck and neck in the popular dem- 
onstrations. People will shew more or less 
favoritism in the theatre, but my com- 
pany as a whole is what draws the 
crowds and receives the cordial approval of 
the audiences. TheSan Francisco people became 
very fond of the company, and friendly inter- 
course was established in all the cities between 
the artists and their judges in the auditorium. 
Flowers and kindly notes of greeting were sent 
to the company wherever they appeared, and in 
San Francisco it was amusing to see people stop 
and look after my people as they passed in the 
BKtreet. You would think they were old friends. 
I don’t think such relations have ever before 
been established except In the case of some 
charming individual star. My aim has always 
been to establish a company that would be thus 
received as a whole, and I feel that I have came 
very near my mark.” 

‘*Have your arrngements for the future been 
perfected 1” 

_“*My company have now scattered in all direc- 
tions for their brief Summer vacation of about 
four weeks. They will be called together toward 
the end of September to rehearse the new piece 
with which I shall open here. We shall giveone 
weekin Philadelphia, beginning Sept. 26, and 
my theatre will open on Wednesday, Oct. 5, for 
the reguiar season. You wouid be surprised to 
see the number of applications I have re- 
ceived since I went away for admission 
to my company. An amusing incident in 
this connection occurred in San _ Fran- 
cisco. The principal actor of the Chinese Thea- 
tre there came to me with his boy, 9 years old, 
and begged me to take him and educate him for 
the American stage. Of course, I couldn’t see 
my way clear to do this, though a Chinese- 
American actor would be a great novelty. I 
have brought back a young Chinaman, however, 
a bright little fellow, of good family, who has 
been apprenticed to me. His name is Lang Luy, 
and I am going to educate and Christianize him 
ifican. He will be around the theatre as a 
page next season.”

“That is uncertain. My tour that year will de- 
pend entirely on the result of my London season 
next Summer. My company will play only in 
London on its next'trip. The season will be 14 
Weeks, and the Gaiety Theatre has been secured 
for me since before Christmas. It has the best 
stage and ihe largest auditorium of avy house in 
which tuy people have appeared in London. 
Now, i have a great desire to visit the English 

rovinces, my regeption having been so hearty 

u the two or three cities which I visited last 
Saad but of course I can’t do that next Summer. 
f, however, I receive as pressing invitations to 
visit the provinces as I did last year I shall give 
up the Summer of 1889 to a tour of the chief 
cities of Engiand. In that case I sifall be unable 
to cross the continent again until the Summer

“Is it true that you intend to produce ‘A

“Itis true, but I am very sorry that it has 
been announced prematurely. I am not afraid 
to let my plans be known in advance, but I have 
a great dislike to anything which is calculated 
to arouse anticipations which may not be fully 
realized. Thatis the reason that [ am so reti- 
cent ahout my intended productions. I like 
to give my audienees a surprise if I doa good 
thing, and I don’t like to disappvint them by 
not meeting expectations which have been 
aroused in advance. I shalldo ‘A Midsummer 
Night's Dream,’ not asit has been done iu the 
geet as a musical farce, but as a comedy, as 

nakespeare wrote it. It is by no means certain, 
however, that I wili produce it during the com- 
ing season.

ALDERMAN JACOBUS ROBBED, 


SKILLFUL CROOKS RANSACK HIS HOUSE 
COMPLETELY. 

Ex-Alderman John W. Jacobus, the well 
known Republican politician, was disappointed 
and hurt when he woke up yesterday morning, 
While he and Mrs, Jacobus and their daughter 
Grace and their servant had been sleeping the 
sleep of the just at Mr. Jacobus’s residence, 16 
Morton-street, some audacious burglars had 
flitted from room to room, ransacked every pos- 
sible hiding place, and left with sundry yalua- 
bles. The robbery was done in so skillful and 


exasperating a way as to leave no doubt that the 
job was performed by experienced cracksmen. 

The family had just returned from the coun- 
try and retired about 11 o’ciock Monday night. 
Some time between then and 5 o’clock in the 
morning aburglar orburglars entered the house, 
cutting the glass of the front basément window 
and then reaching in and unlockingit. Their 
first care was to search the sideboard and cup- 
board in the dining room and carefully sort out 
all the solid silverware, of which there was a 
considerable quantity. Then they went up 
Stairs, leaving wherever they went on carpets, 
tables, shelves, and other furniture a trail of red 
candle wax. In the back parlor a desk and 
table were turned topsy-turvy and an unsuc- 
cessful attempt made to open a plucky-looking 
little iron safe. Nothing but a revolver was 
taken from this room, 

Next came the most impertinent part of the 
business. Up staira the burglars went, directly 
into the room where Mr. and Mrs. Jacobus were 
calmly slumbering. Although a light was burn- 
ing there the thieves entered and removed Mr. 
Jacobus’s trousers and waistcoat from the head 
of his bed, where they were hanging. They took 
these garments down stairs and emptied the 
pockets of their contents, about $500 in cash, 
a valuable gold watch, aud some papers. In the 
meantime a journey was made into the room on 
the second story where Miss Jacobus was sleep- 
ing. Here the sash of a rear window was taken 
out entirely and the furniture removed from be- 
fore it, as if to prepare an easy way of retreat 
to an adjoining roof in case of an alarm. 

After toiling thus the expert gentlemen went 
down into the parlor with Mr. Jacobus’s black- 
ing brush and blacking. They caimly cleaned 
their boots in that sacred apartment, after 
which they got out a pack of cards and a bottle 
of whisky, and apparently enjoyed a brief sea- 
son of guiet aud restful converse, They then 
departed, leaving the basement door wide open. 

Mr. Jacobus rose once during the night, but 
noticed nothing wrong. At 5 o’clock he again 
got up, and on turning to look at his watch 
found it gone. Of courss an alarm was imme- 
diately given. but the birds had flown. They 
apparently went sooner than they expected to, 
as a bundle of silver-handled umbrellas and 
some valuable silver which they had wrapped in 
tissue paper were left behind. The police were 
informed, and two detectives were put on the 
case. No clue had been discovered last evening. 


GLASSWORKERS UNEASY. 


A GREAT STRIKE FOR HIGHER WAGES 
EXPECTED. 

A strike among workingmen who are paid 
from $1,500 to $3,500 a year, who have an an- 
nual vacation of two months, and who never 
work more than five days a week, is somewhat 
peculiar. Yet such will in all probability occur 
within the next twodays. The glassworkers of 
every window-glass manufactory in the United 
States have made ademand fora 10 per cent. 
advance over last year’s wages. This was done 
on Aug. 17, at a meeting of the Joint Wage 
Committee, made up of representatives from 


the Glassworkers’ andthe Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. The manufacturers ofiered to go on 
under last year’s schedule, but refused any 
advance, Aswaresult the fires in the glass fur- 
nacea, which usually start for the year on Sept. 
1, will not burn to-morrow. Between 25,000 
and 30,000 glassworkers will be thrown out of 
employment. 

A prominent glass manufacturer said yester- 
day: ‘The result of the strike will probabiy be 
whatit wasin 1883. The price of glass then 
rose 100 per cent., and foreign manufacturers 
reaped the benefit. Only theyand the importers 
will gain in this strike. As for us, our stock is 
at present very light and we willjustlieidle. I 
doubt if we get the fires started before January. 
The cause assigned for the strike is the desire of 
the workers to get a share in the profits which 
they claim the manufacturers made by the 
good business of last year. We did make 
@ good year of it, but no advance in wages could 
be safely made. No class of workingmen in tha 
United States get better pay with lighter work 
than the glassworkers. ‘Lhe blowers never blow 
more than four heurs a day five days in the 
week. *Single-thickness’ blowers get from 
$1,000 to $1,500 a year, and ‘ double-thickness’ 
from $1,500 to $3,000. Their year is only 10 
months long, as the ‘fire’ stops July 1 and begins 
Sept. 1. There are no illeffects from the work.” 

The glassworkers belong to District Assembly 
No. 300, Knights of Labor, and are governed by 
a council of that body. Mest of them, though 
an intelligent body of skilled laborers, knew 
little about carrying on a strike. It is stated 
that James G. Campbell, of Pittsburg, Chairman 
of the Wage Committee, is worth about $50,000, 
and earns $2,500 a year at his trade.

CASTLE GARDEN PROFITS 


AN EXPRESSMAN SAYS THEY 
ARE VERY LANGE. 
COMMISSIONER STEPHENSON DECLARES 
THAT IMMIGRANTS WERE NEVER 
BETTER TREATED THAN TO-DAY. 

The inquiry into Castle Garden affairs 
directed by Daniel Okey made rapid strides at 
the Custom House yesterday, where stenogra- 
phers and witnesses were kept hard at work all 
the morning and afternoon,’ -Commissioner 
Stephenson was present at the latter session as 
a witness. 

Matthew D. O’Connor, Superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Van Express Company, of Mercer- 
street, was the extremely emphatic witness 
first called, “ I was for12 years in Castle Gar- 
den,” he said, “and originated the baggage ex- 
press business there. I should have oceasion to 
go there frequently nowif it were not for the 
imposition now practiced against outside ex- 
press companies.” Then Mr. O’Connor offered 
to give Mr. Okey a specimen of the tone and 
manner in which the baggagemaster dealt with 
immigrants. He raised his voice when he imi- 
tated the former and lowered it to represent the 
latter. This is the dialogue: ‘Give us your 


address, We'’llsend your baggage.” ‘I’ve got 
a wagon here.” ‘We'll send the trunks. Get 
out of the way.” 

“So the immigrants are not allowed to take 
their baggage ?” asked Mr. Okey. 

“Not by a large majority. Why Mr. Biglin or 
Mr. Anybody-else should be allowed to take 25 
cents for keeping an immigrant’s baggage in a 
place provided for that purpose by the people of 
the State of New-York I have yet to find out.” 

“Do you know anything about the baggage 
receipts 3” 

**When I was there, with one-half the immi- 
gration there now is and half the facilities, my 
net receipts were $30,000 ver annum. I offered 
$10,000 to the Commissioners of Emigration for 
Biglin’s privileges. The privileges were not soid 
to the highest bidder. They were given to Mr. 
Biglin tor $6,000 after the investigation made 
in Gov. Clevelana’s time. Before that I don’t 
think there were any charges made for the priv- 
ileges. I offered $10,000 and $100,000 bond for 
faithful performanee of the work.” 

** Did you make a bid for the privileges when 
they were sold two years ago?” 

“Yes, I made the same bid, and it was put 
into the hands of the Commissioners. I never 
heard any more of it. One day after I gave my . 
testimony before the investigating committee I 
heard Biglin was going to shoot me.” 

“Why didn’t you get the business?” asked Mr, 
Okey inildiy. 

** Biglin has too much influence with the Com- 
missiouers.” 

*Do you think -the privileges are worth 

$10,000 ?” 
. The honest privileges are not. The privileges 
allowed by the Commissioners to Biglin are 
worth $20,000. If I could make a net profit 
of $30,000 with half. the immigration there 
now is, [don’t see why Biglin shouldn’t make 
$40,000 or $50,000. T offered to do tne business 
at lower prices than Biglin.” 

“You don’t think the immigrants are treated 
kindly ?” 

“Tf I owned dogs I wouldn’t like to see them 
there. Three years agol held the position of - 
General Passenger Agent of the Monarch Steam- 
ship Line. I received an invitation to holda 
conference with the Commissioners on the sub- 
ject of pauper immigrants. Mr. Stephenson said 
lie wanted the steamship inen to allow a certain 
amount to the Commissiouers for pauper immi- 
grants. [told him if he would show us where 
the pauper immigrant began and the independ- 
ept gentleman ended we would do something to 
meet his views. He got very angry and came on 
board the next arriving steamer of my line. [f 
heard him say, ‘I’m going to find out how many 
yaupers you have on board, and how many you 
Paven't? I got him into the Captain’s room, and 
after producing liquid refreshments heard this: 
‘Go ahead and land those passengers.’ After 
that, in his hearing, I said, ‘ Put up a few bottles 
ot brandy and send them over to Mr. Stephen- 
80's Office.’ ” 

Mr. O’Connor said the reason he appeared was 
to protest against Commissioner Ulrich’s re- 
mark to Mr. Okey on Monday that. Father Neu- 
mann was a self-confessed iiar. *‘ He could be 
rich to-day,” said Mr. O’Connor, ‘if it bad not 
been for the sacrifices he has made for the imn- 
migrants.” 

Policeman Martin F. Conlin, of Castle Garden, 
declared that, considering the thousands of im- 
migrants passed through that institution, it was 
conducted in a very fair manner. 

Commissioner Edmund Stephenson was called 
to the standin theafternoon. He testified that 
he was a Commissioner from 1873 to 1875, 
when he resigned. He was again appointed in 
1880, and had been a member of the boardever 
since. He had other business. 

“What attention have you given to the 
emigration business for the last two or three 
years ?’ asked Mr. Okey. 

“Sometimes more than I have given to my 
private business.” 

** Have youexamined the rates of money post- 
ed up in the Castle Garden money exchange ?” 

“Not especially, as there is some foreign 
money with which I am not acquainted.” 

‘“‘Have youfound the business of the bread 
stands and baggage express companies carried 
on according to their contract ?’ 

‘“‘Thave asfar as I know anything of them 
personally. I will say that I have eaten the 
same foed as theimmigrants, and it is as good as 
I wantto eat.” He had personally inspected the 
immigrants’ boarding bouses in West, Green- 
wich, Rector, and Carlisle streets. On his rec- 
ommendation several licenses had been taken 
away, asthe accommodation in those cases had 
not been fit for dogs. He had suspended four 
boarding house keepers. The Commissioners 
received more complaints from immigrants re- 
garding their treatment on shipboard than on 
any other subject. The rates of railroad fare 
to-lay as compared with those at the time he 
became a Commissioner were lower. The bag- 
gage allowed an inimigrant then was 80 pounds 
and the excess fare was $310. The baggage 
was voluntarily increased to 100 pounds and 
the excess fare reduced to $2 60. 

; "Have you only recently made these inquir- 
es?’ 

‘“Thavye always known everything connected 
withimmigrants,” replied Mr. Stephenson testily, 
*“* from the bottom of the steerage of the ship to 
the roof of a boarding house.” Mr. Stephenson 
regarded the payment of $4,000 per annum by 
the joint railroad agency to Castle Garden as an 
entirely voluntary payment, The Commission- 
ers were forced by the laws of the State of New- 
York to admit any trunk line into the Garden 
whether it paid ornot, ‘I have no more con- 
trol over the tariff rates of railroads,” he said; 
**than I have over the steamships in which the 
immigrants come. The baggagemaster haa been 
instructed to give all information possible for 
the benefit of immigrants. The reason many of 
the immigrants cannot send their baggage by 
Hatengir is because to do so they must prepay and 

ox it.’ 

“Did you on Jan. 30, 1886, in a letter to Presi- 
dent Hurlbut, say, in explanation of your pro- 
posed resignation at that time, ‘It is net be- 
cause of the duties to be performed, but because 
of the action of some of the members of the 
board in their endeavors to shield and protect 
crime rather than punish it?’” 

“I did.” 

“And this: ‘Since my connection with this 
Board of Emigration many abuses in the de- 
partment have presented themselves to me, 
which I have corrected, and others, which 
through the influence of friendly Commission- 
ers were permitted to escape the punishment 
they deserved?” 

“T did.” 

* What were the abuses ?” 

“ThatITam not called upon to answer, and I 
decline to do it.” 

“Did you noé say that outrages had been per- 
petrated on girls by employes, many of whom 
were recommended by Commissioner Taintor, 
and who, through the friendlyinfluence of that 
Commissioner, escaped punishment ?’ 

“Suppose I did?’ 

“Does the same state of affairs exist now ?”’ 

“The communication you have read referred 
mostiy to Ward’s Island, which I have never 
seen in a better condition than at present, and 
Castle Garden also.” 

** What members of the board have attempted 
to shield and protect employesiin crime ?” 

“Ts that a fair question? asked Mr. Stephen- 
son, angrily. ‘‘Can you requireme to put my 
fellow-members on trial?’ 

‘Tread your own letter.” 

“ How do you know I wrote that letter? I 
have written a great many in my time.” 

“Examine the Jetter and let me know if you 
wrote it.” 

“IT decline to do so,” 
Stephenson. 

In conclusion he said that never had immi- 
grants been better treated at Castle Garden 
than to-day.

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A MUSICAL PROBLEM. 


———— 
JUSTICE DUFFY ADMITS THAT JHE IS 
PUZZLED BY IT. 

Frederic Vieweg, manager of the Eden 
Musée; Robert Ulmer, manager of the Old Lon- 
don Street, and John Lavine, manager of the 
Madison-Square Garden, were before Justice 
Duffy yesterday on complaints in summons pro- 
ceedings by Capts. Reilly and Brogan that on 
Siinday musical entertainments were given by 
them. The Captains said they received instruc- 
tions from headquarters to send policemen to 
these places last Sunday to see if there was any 
music, and if so to make a complaint. They 


were not in any case to decide if the music was 
sacred or otherwise. 

Mr. Vieweg was prepared to prove that 
Munezi Lajos’s concert was entirely sacred. Mr. 
Ulmer admitted that music both sacred and sec- 
wiar was played at the Old London Street, and 
Lavine claimed that only sacred selections were 
played at the Garden. All were prepared to 
show that atthe Central Park concert on Sun- 
day the selections comprised all sorts of woridly 
music, even to, us Mr. Lavine said, ‘the Bou- 
langer March, which is in vogue in the cafés 
chautants of Paris,” 

The issues were bunched when Mr. Benno 
Loewy, of counsel for Mr. Lavine, addressed the 
magistrate. He heid that to discuss whether the 
music given was sacred or profane was begging 
the question. He maintained that under the 
Jaehne decision any music can be played on Sun- 
day, and that under chapter 358 of the Laws of 
1883, section 277, none of the defendants could 
be held. 

The various and conflicting sections of the 
code and the Consolidation act were read and 
commented on, and Justice Duffy asked what 
charge was made against Lavine. 

Policeman Henze, of the Nineteenth Precinct, 
could only testify that on Sunday there was 
music at the Madison-Square Garden. He could 
not say ifit was sacred or otherwise. Mr. La- 
vine explained the programme to Justice Dufty, 
and his Honor said: “ I hardly know what to do. 
I wish I knew more about music.” Counsel in- 
formed him that Mayor Hewitt had just asked 
the Corporation Counsel for an opinion on the 
subject, but Justice Dutfy said such an opinion 
would not bind him. 

Mr. Loewy said that the real issue was not a 
pretended violation of the Penal Code; the basis 
of all claims of Sabbath desecration was sec- 
tions 1,998 and 2,007 of the Consolidation act. 
Were the defendants to be held under the Penal 
Code or the Consolidation act? According to 
Andrews, J., in the Jaebne decision, the Penal 
ray must be held as passed after the Consolida- 
tion act. 

Justice Duffy held that if the music was en- 
tirely sacred no offense had been committed. 
In view, however, of the action of the Mayor he 
would reserve his decision. Pending it he ad- 
vised all concerned to put nothing but sacred 
selections on their programmes for Sunday and 
so avoid trouble, as he was convinced that the 
Legislature did not sim at suppressing any- 
thing ennobling or refining. He would probably 
give a decision at the Essex Market Police Court, 
and would be glad to have a brief from Mr. 
Loewy. 

The defendants were virtually paroled until 
the rendering of the decision.

Eighteen drums, which looked and sounded tired 
out, brought $37. A big pile of flags was knocked 
down for $35, while 306 spygiasses and binocu- 
lars went at $155. An old-fashioned fire engine 
it was thought would call forth hvely bidding, 
but it sold for $50, and 400 pairs of duck panta- 
loons only brought 2749 cents a pair. An enter- 
prising bidder purchased 2,800 pounds of hard 
tack for $38, and 612 shirts of biue cloth sold 
for $165 apiece.

PERU’S OFFER FOR RELIEF 


1HE SYNDICATE WHICH IS 10 
HELP THE COUNTRY. 
STATEMENT OF MICHAEL P. GRACE OF 

CONTRACT WHICH HE HAS NEGO- 
TIATED AND WHAT WILL BE DONE. 
Michael P. Grace, who returned to this city 
Sunday morning after a trip to England, made 
in the interest of the syndicate which is to take 
charge of the railroad system of Peru, was seen 
at his office, in Hanover-square, yesterday by a 


TIMES reporter, to whom he made the following 
statement: 

**T have just returned from London, after com- 
pleting the necessary arrangements for carrying 
into effect the contract between the Peruvian 
Government and the English holders of Peru- 
vian bonds. A great deal has been written and 
said with reference to this business, and many 
misrepresentations have been made, the latter, 


no doubt, from lack of knowledge of the facts 
rather than from any desire to misrepresent. 

“The contract is a simple transaction, de- 
signed, on the part of Peru, to secure the cancel- 
lation of her external debt and the extension of 
her railroads, and to establish for herself a credit 
which will enabie her to develop ber many and 
rich resources, On the part of the bondholders, 
its sole object is to get something which will, 
eventually at least, partially remunerate them 
for the enormous losses they have sustained by 
Peru’s failure to meet the obligations of her 
bonds, 

“Peru, like many of her sister republies, in- 
vested by far the larger part of her very large 
borrowings in extending the national railroads, 
which were built at a fabulous expense through 
a most dificult country, which, at that time, in 
too many instances, was without sufficient 
population to make the roads remunerative. 

he Oroya Road, for instance, which now runs 
only 86 miles into the interior and to the top of 
the Andes, cost over $25,000,600, and was left 
unfinished atthat. It was undertaken because, 
when completed, it will connect the coast with 
the great fertile valleys in the interior of Peru 
and with the immense minerai deposits of the 
Andes. . 

“When Peru contracted her debt she ex- 
pected to be able to pay the interest on it and 
to meet the demands of the sinking fund, or 
what is there known as ‘ amortization,’ from the 
proceeds of the sale of guano, and later on from 
the income from her nitrate of soda. Unfortu- 
nately for Peru, the war resulted in the loss to 
her of the regions in which both the guano and 
nitrate were found, the Department of Tarapaca 
having become, by the treaty of peace, part and 
parcel of the Republic of Chill. 

“The bondholders claim to have alien upon 
the resources of that department, which were 
directly hypothecated to them, and they have 
consequently been for the past three or four 
years negotiating with Chili for a settlement. 
Peru, having lost part of her wealth, is unable 
to settle her responsibilities in cash, her present 
revenues being barely. sufficient for the main- 
tenance of the Government. However, as her 
railroads were built with the money of the bond- 
holders, they and the guano, and in fact even the 
Custom Houses, were hypothbecated to pay the 
debt. Peru is desirous of doing her utmost 
to settle with her creditors, and the contract 
actually under discussion is simply a means of 
attaining that object. She has agreed to cede 
her railroads for a fixed period, on condition of 
their being extended. She has further ceded 
such guano as is left her by the treaty with 
Chili, the cession of which, although the guano 
is not anything like as valuable as it was in 
years gone by—its consumption having been 
superseded by nitrate of soda—will to some ex- 
tent facilitate an arrangement between the 
bondholders and Chili. which will probably be 
a matter of the near future. 

“Peru is further convinced that the extension 
of her roads and the general commercial impulse 
that mining and other industries will receive 
from the introduction of new capital will enable 
her to give up £120,000 a year of her Custom 
House receipts; aud in return the bondholders, 
so as to assist the Government in the settlement 
of her internaldebt and to sustain the temporary 
loss of part of her Custom House income during 
the first two or three years, have agreed to make 
her advances to the extent of £400,000. 

‘*The other concessions made by Peru, apout 
which so much has been said and written, are 
really of little consideration. The right to work 
mines. which is ceded to the bondholders, is, as 
a matter of fact, conceded by the laws of the 
country to any private individual or company 
that cares to invest capital therein. The cession 
of land for the purpose of encouraging immi- 
gration is really a matter of more interest and 
benefit to Peru than to the boudholders. The 
country is immensely wealthy in agricultural 
resources, and what she needs more than any- 
thing else is to get both capital and labor to de- 
velop such resources. The companies which 
will work the railroads and other properties 
which the charter permits are all, subject in 
everything to the laws of the country, and will 
have no concession unlike such as are always 
conceded to persous undertaking like enter- 
prises. 

“IT found considerable difficulty in London in 
convincing the bondholders that this arrange- 
ment should be accepted by them. Asa matter 
of fact, no such advantageous arrangement had 
been made by any other of the republics; but 
Peru, after her enormous losses from the war, is 
unable to make any other concession to her 
creditors, and the bondholders, becoming con- 
vinced of this fect, have decided to acceptit. A 
corporation is to be formed; in fact, the articles 
of incorporation are already drawn up. The 
Board of Directors, thoroughly possessing the 
confidence of the public, have agreed to 
carry the contract into effect the mo- 
ment it is ratified by Peru. The 
financial arrangements are also completed, and 
a syndicate of gentlemen willing to underwrite 
the first issue stands ready to carry this busi- 
ness through. They have sent a commission of 
engineers and auditors to Peru to make a thor- 
ough examination of the roads and the cost of 
repairs and extensions, with their actual and 
future probabie income. One of the engineers, 
being a mining expert, will dedicate the most of 
his time to inspecting the mining regions, not 
with the intention of developing mines, but of 
forming an opinion as to what the mining in- 
dustry may doin the future for the beuneiit of 
the roads.” 
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MISS STRACHAN’S FUNERAL. 

All the seats in the meeting rocm of the 
Faith Home, at 103 West Twenty-seventh- 
street, were filled yesterday afternoon when the 
funeral of its founder, Miss Margaret Strachan, 
was held there. Those who had helped Miss 
Strachan in her work and those who had been 
helped by her sat side by side, and the grief of 
each seemed equally sincere. Flowers were 
scattered in abundance over the rosewood 
coffin, which rested just below the desk from 


which Miss Strachan had been accustomed to 
lead the meetings held every night at the home. 
After the services, as her friends passed, each 
was given a blossom as a souvenir. The inmates 
of the home and a large number of other friends 
accompanied the remains to Greenwood. 

The services were short and simple. The Rev. 
Dr. Bottome, of the Asbury Methodist Church, 
read the Scripture lesson and made a prayer. 
The Rey. Dr. Wendell Prime, ef the Observer, 
delivered the funeral oration, and familiar hymns 
were sung. Mrs. Bottome, who has been in- 
timately associated with Miss Strachan in her 
work, spoke feelingly of her loving efforts to do 
good. No woman, she said, could sink so low 
that Miss Strachan would hesitate a second to 
take her literally into her arms. Other friends 
spoke of incidents in the dead woman’s life and 
their own.

OURIOUS UOAUSE OF AN ACOIDENT. 
The tug Imperator left Bayonne early: 
yesterday morning for the Erie Basin. While 
half a@ mile off Robbin’s Reef Light the 
schooner H. N. Havens was sighted near at hand. 
A deck hand en the Imperator had been clean- 


ing the windows of the pilot house. Capt. 
Christopher Nelson was steering. The window 
ou the starboard side was open, and he leaned 
over to putit down.

His weight moved the wheel, caus- 
ing the tug to sheer sharply to port and strike 
the schooner. He tried to recover himself and 
grasp the wheel, but could not.

A VICTiM OF A BEATING. 


TWO POLICEMEN ACCUSED OF BRUTAL- 
LY USING THEIR CLUBS, 

When Inspector Williams reached the 
Mulberry-street entrance to Police Headquarters 
early yesterday morning he found an old man, 
evidently a laborer, sitting on the steps, with 
little pools of blood around him, which had come 
from gashes about his head and from his nose. 
His left eye was closed bya swelling and across 
the bridge of his nose wasacut. He told the 
Inspector that he had come to Headquarters to 


make a complaint against two policemen of the 
Twenty-second Precinct for clubbing him Mon- 
day nigbt. 

His name, he later told Inspector Steers, was 
Francis Kelly. About 1 o'clock yesterday moru- 
ing, he said, he went into the oyster saloon at 
643 Tenth-avenue and sat down atatable. Four 
or tive others came in after he did and they were 
Waited on before he was. This made him angry, 
and he got up and started to go out, when the 
proprietor asked him to pay for what he had 
eaten. He said tnat he had not eaten anything, 
and therefore would pay nothing. Then the man 
pushed him out into the street. A policeman 
who was passing asked him why he didn’t pay 
for what he had had. He replied that he had 
had nothing, and walked on. The policeman 
abused him with foul language, and, following 
him, struck him across the face with his night 
stick, He went onto the corner of Forty-sixih- 
street, and, sitting down on the edge of the wa- 
tering trough there, tried to wash the blood 
from his face. While doing so the policeman 
came back with another policeman, ana said to 
him: *‘Are you here yet?” Kelly replied that 
he was, but couldn’t help it. ‘Then the two po- 
licemen commenced to club him, striking him 
about the body aud legs, and after making him 
helpless they left him. He drazged himself to 
his home, at 430 West Forty-sixth-street, and 
was very iil throughout the night, spitting blood 
and bleeding from the cits abeut his head. 

Inspector Steers told him to come back this 
morning at 9 o’clock. He also sent word to 
Capt. Kiililea to have the policemen who were 
on patrol anywhere hear the scene of the alleged 
assault at Headquarters to-day, for the purpose 
of giving Kelly an opportunity toldentitfy his as- 
sailants. 

Henry Ahrens, the proprietor of the place, 
said yesterday that Kelly was served by him 
wiih an oyster stew, and started to go out with- 
out paying for it, saying that he had already 
paid * the woman.” The latter denied this, and 
Abrens said he pushed Kelly out of the door. 
Just then he saw a policeman and John McGin- 
niss, a bartender in the saloon, on the corner, vo 
by, and soou afterward the policeman came in 
with a one-dollar bill, which he said Kelly had 
given him to pay for the stew. He took out 20 
cents and gave the policeman the change. He 
didn’t know what occurred after that. MceGin- 
niss admitted to Capt. Killilea that he was 
walking by the oyster saloon with a policeman 
when Kelly was pushed out on the sidewalk, 
and that the policeman asked him why he didn’t 
pay what he owed, but he denied that the police- 
wan struck Kelly with his club. Abrens also 
admitted to the Captain that he struck Kelly 
once as he was going out of the door. 

Kelty, when seen at his home last evening by 
a TIMES reporter, was in bed. He said that he 
was suffering severely from pains about the 
ribs aud in his hips. Kelly said thas he would 
not be able to go to the station to identify the 
pulicemen last night. He is alaborivug man, 
about 50 years old, a widower with 13 children. 
He has been working lately on. a building on 
Broadway, near Third-street, and is said to be 
an industrious and peaceabie wan. He admitted 
that he was slightly intoxicated Monday night, 
but said that he knew perfectly well what he 
did and what happened to him.

During the afternoon the Mayor addressed a let- 
ter to Hitchcock, Darling & Co., the proprietors 
of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, in which he said: 
“Tamin receipt of your letter of this date, com- 
laining of the condition of the streets in the neigh- 
sorhood uf the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. Itis certainly 
disgraceful, and I have done all in my power to hur- 
ry up the operations which kave produced so much 
obstruction to public travel and inconvenience to 
your guests.

‘Ths remedy is to get rid of the domina- 
tion of the Legislature in matters which are purely 
municipal. Until this isdone you must expect to 
be annoyed, oppressed, and robbed.”

AGAIN TO-MORROW. 

The oyster season begins to-morrow. 
Oyster edulis and his family have already be- 
gun to come to the city from the seashore, and 
are present in sufficient numbers to guarantees a 
successful opening, even though ne more should 
succeed in getting packed in time to catch boat 
or train. There will be nothing especially note- 
worthy about this year’s opening. The oysters 
will wear the same costumes as of yore. There 
is little change in style, although heavy weights 
are in disfavor and have been almost effectually 
knocked out by the small fellows. This may or 
may not be because the opening in the human face 
through which the oyster is compelled to disap- 
pear before he has been long in the city is small- 
er than it was some timeago. Anyway, keepers 


of oyster saloons say that when patrons geta 
big oyster they now inyariably cut it in two, 
and after that operation not one person out of 
ten can enjoy eating it. 

This *‘ opening” of the oyster season is some- 
thing of adelusion. Itis popularly supposed to 
be the time when the little beasts are again 
brought into the market after a period of ab- 
sence. May, June, July, and August, the months 
without an ‘Tr,’ were at some remote period 
Picked out by some oyster seller back in the 
interior, who got his stock in wooden kegs and 
found it a littie the worse for the weather, as & 
time when oysters were not ‘‘ good.” The false- 
hood spread, and there are lots of people who 
will next month begin to eat oysters afier four 
months’ abstinence. The wise have, however, 
eaten the repulsive-looking dainty whenever 
they chose, and know well that to-morrow, when 
they califora half dozen on the shell, they will 
not getany better than they have had allSummer, 
The new crop was planted so as to be ready fot 
use Sept. Land havethe honor of opening the 
* season,” ahd that is about all there Is to if. 

Still at this time there is an increased activity 
among the oystermen. They are all anxious té 
get at the new crop and be first to bring part of 
it to the city. Shrewsburys have already made 

heir appearance and are of excellent quality. 
There will be no great change in price. The cost 
of oysters at retail depends mostly on where 
they are eaten. Around that wild and uneuitl- 
vated region on South-street known as Jeannette 
Park an old woman witha mighty muscle anda 
pose of delightful abandon wiil stand and open 
them ail day for a cent apiece, throwing in a 
certain sort of vinegar and salt that ounce was 
white. There is not much loss on the vinegar, 
for what the custemer decesn't catch on the 
oyster is poured back whence it came. But 
when the opening is to the accompaniment of 
gilt mirrors, costly tables, silver forks, and 
waiters who work on the pian of the machines 
with slots, customers must expect a correspond- 
ing rise ia price,
